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Parks to unveil 


.17 million 


budget tonight 


Arlington Heights Park District 


commissioners will get their first look 
today at the proposed $1.17 million 
budget for the 1976-77 fiscal year. 


The proposed budget represents a 


3.8 per cent increase over last year's 
budget of $1.12 million. The budget 
will be reviewed at the board's 7:30 
p.m. meeting at Pioneer Park Field- 
house, 500 S. Fernandez Ave. 


Larry Mulholland, park district fi- 


nance director, said the district has- 
cut back on almost all capital Im- 
provements and purchases, except 
where necessary, and those financed 
under last year's bond referendum. 
The hold-the-line budget is necessary, 
he said, to combat inflationary spir- 
als. 


EXCEPTIONS TO the ban on capi- 


tal purchases are two new automo- 
biles and a new garbage truck (or 
maintenance crews. The budget allo- 
cates about $12,000 for the three ve- 
hicles thb year, with the balance of 
about $7,000 to be picked up in next 
year's budget, Mulholland said. 


Other increases will include a pro- 


posed 10 per cent raise for park dis- 
trict Director Thomas Thornton. Un- 
der last year's budget, Thornton, who 
has been with the district nearly 24 


years, earned $27,970. The proposed 
budget, subject to approval by the 
park commissioners, calls for a 
$30,768 annual salary. 


Other park district employes will 


receive similar raises or 8 to 10 per 
cent, Mulholland said. 


To offset rapidly increasing insur- 


ance costs, especially for workmen's 
compensation, the park district is 
joining with the Village of Arlington 
Heights and the Arlington Heights Me- 
morial Library to form an "insurance 
pool" and get a rate reduction, he 
said. 


ABOUT $275,000 from the bonds ap- 


proved in last year's referendum will 
be used to improve some park sites 
and perform "Catch-up maintenance" 
throughout the district. 


More than $500,000 was approved in 


the 1975 referendum for the work. 
About $265,800 of the fund was used in 
the past fiscal year for paving, 
fences, site work and professional 
fees. 


The largest share of this year's 


bond money expenditures, $168,000, 
will go toward the purchase of recrea- 
tional equipment. 


The public hearing on the suggested 


budget is scheduled for May 11, with 
adoption planned for May 24. 


HUD housing aid figures 
not valid: village officials 


Arlington Heights Village Pres. 


James T. Ryan has filed an official 
objection with the U.S. Dept. of Hous- 
ing and Urban Development over fig- 
ures the village was told to include in 
its housing assistance plan to qualify 
for $134,000 in community devel- 
opment funds.

Ambulance tax approved 


Residents of the Palatine Rural Fire Protection District Saturday 


approved, 396-26, a referendum to pay a separate paramedic ambu- 
lance service tax. Paramedic service now is financed with fire 
protection taxes that are 26 cents per $100 assessed valuation. The 
fire protection district now will be able to tax a maximum 30 cents 
per $100 assessed valuation for fire protection and 25 cents for 
ambulance service — a combined total of 55 cents. Fred Roesner, 
district president, said the fire protection levy will be kept at ap- 
proximately 20 cents and the ambulance service levy at 15 cents for 
a combined rate of 35 cents per $100 assessed valuation — a 9-cent 
increase over the current levy.

Chances that the Illinois General 


Assembly will approve an additional 
$105 million in school aid this year/ are 
now nearly nonexistent, say legisla- 
tors and school lobbyists. 


Instead, when the legislature re- 


turns to session today, much of the 
attention on the school-aid issue is 
likely to turn to a series of proposals 
to change the school-aid formula for 
next year. 


The $105 million in deficiency appro- 


priations for the general school-aid 
formula and special education would 
replace the money cut by Gov. Daniel 
Walker's school-aid vetoes last sum- 
mer. 


However, because legislators have 


now decided-to believe State Comp- 
troller George Lindberg's statements 
that the state may end the year with 
a deficit even without increased 
school funding, "the 'deficiencies are a 
dead issue," said William Henkel, a 
lobbyist for a cooperative of suburban 
school districts. 


HENKEL SAID the deficiency ap- 


propriations will be hotly debated be- 
cause of the financial problems' of the 
Chicago public schools,, which need 
the money to prevent an early school 
closing. However, he said, "I think 
we're going to waste time and effort 
and build up false hopes, but I'm tell- 
ing people there's no chance." 


The changes in the formula include 


several that would help specific school 
districts around the state and at least 
one package of proposal that may at- 
tract wide attention because it has 
been drawn up by State Rep. Gene 
Hoffman, R-Elmhurst, the author of 
the present school-aid formula. 


Hoffman's proposal calls for elimi- 


nating $37.5 million in state payments

districts with large busing costs and 
to districts with declining enroll- 
ments. 


IN ADDITION, Hoffman 
would 


eliminate the property tax rollback 
required of about 80 districts around 
the state, including High School Dist. 
214 and 211 and allow school districts 
to pass referendum to raise their tax 
rates 10 per cent above the existing 
limit. 


Hoffman also proposes extending 


for another year the four-year phase 
in the formula that was adopted in 
1973 and scheduled to end during 1976- 
77, lowering the total amount of mon- 
ey needed for "M funding" of the 
formula. 


Hoffman said he expects his propos- 


al to be opposed by the Chicago Pub- 
lic Schools because of the cut in sum- 
mer school funding. 


"What it would mean Is Chicago 


would give up summer school money 
to benefit the rest of the state," he 
said. "The changes involving declin- 
ing .enrollment would help Chicago in 
the long run, but they don't have a 
long-run problem." 


THE CUT IN summer school fund- 


ing, Hoffman said, is needed because 
"I don't see anywhere else to come up 
with the money to make any changes. 
Summer school is not required and in 
my opinion if we can't pay for regular 
school, we should not pay for summer 
school." 


Northwest suburban school officials 


already have assumed summer school 
reimbursement will end this year, 
with several districts adopting tuition 
for summer schools and Schaumburg 
Township Dist. 54 dropping it entirely. 


Besides that, local officials are un- 


certain about exactly how Hoffman's 
proposals, if enacted, would affect 
them. Supt. Donald Strong of Arling- 
ton Heights Dist. 25, said Hoffman's 
proposal "sounds pretty logical," but 
said .he doubts that it would provide 
long-range relief to cash-short school 
districts. 


SUPT. KENNETH GILL of Wheel- 


ing-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21 said he con- 
siders the-Hoffman proposal "pie in 
the sky thinking" and said he opposes 
efforts to allow school districts to 
raise local taxes through referendum. 


The reason, Gill said, was because 


the state-aid formula was designed to 
shift the burden for paving for schools 
from local property tax to the state. 


"Changing the allowed local tax 


rate would throw the whole thing back 
to the local taxpayer," he said. 


"Everybody agrees that state and 


local governments are in trouble, but 
it can't all be taken care of at the 
local level. The legislature is going to 
have to bite the bullet on a tax in- 
crease," he said.

Ronald Reagan counted his best 


single delegate harvest Sunday while 
the Wading Democratic presidential 
contenders traded barbs about back- 
room politics in the Pennsylvania 
primary. 


Democrat Jimmy Carter predicted 


he would win Tuesday's Pennsylvania 
"Beauty Contest" primary if there is. 
a large enough voter turnout to over- 
come "the political machine" he said 
opposes him. 


Henry Jackson, the supposed benefi- 


ciary of the organization's support, 
predicted he would win the race for 


most of the 134 convention delegates 
and might win the popular vote as 
well. 


Morris Udall, who won 22 of 25 dele- 


gates in his home state of Arizona 
Saturday, predicted he would not fin- 
ish third either way in Pennseylvania. 


With all of them short of cash, the 


Pennsylvania race was shaping up as 
another elimination contest, with the 
possibility Carter, 
would 
emerge 


strong — only to face an active chal- 
lenge by Hubert Humphrey. 


Regan won at least SO GOP con- 


vention delegates from South Carolina 
and Arizona and got personal support 


from most of the Kentucky delegates, 
although they will have to vote ac- 
cording to the results of a primary 
next month. 
\ 


Carter and Humphrey, who picked, 


up six delegates in his home *ate of 
Minnesota, are ahead of President 
Ford in trial heats conducted, by "the 
Gallup Poll, with Carter beating Ford 
by a wider margin than noncandidate 
Humphrey. 


Ford stayed in the White House 


Sunday, planning a four-day trip to 
Texas starting Tuesday to campaign 
for next Saturday's primary. 


Tuesday's Pennsylvania primary — 


a twin "contest for popular votes and 
1|4 convention delegates — was tine 
main concern of the Democrats 
/ , 


Cater, Jackson, Udall and George 


Wallace, who are on .the Pennsylvania' 
ballot — and, Frank Church, who.is 
'not — appeared on ABC's "Issues and 
Answers" Sunday.

Cattier said, "I think most of the 


voters are for me in all regions of the 
state.

Kissinger: no U.S. arms 
going to rebels in Africa 


DAR ES SALAAM, Tanzania (UPI) 


— Secretary of State Henry Kissinger 
said Sunday under no circumstances 
would the United States give weapons 
to black guerrillas fighting against 
white minority regimes in southern 
Africa. 


Kissinger arrived in this steamy Afri- 


can capital Sunday for the second and 
possibly most crucial stop of his two 
week African tour. 


He immediately went into talks — 


described as "pivotal" to the success 
of his seven-nation African mission 
with President Julius Nyerere, known 
as "the teacher" and one of Africa's 
most influential statemen. 


Kissinger made the no-arms pledge 


before leaving Nairobi, Kenya. 


The secretary also said his two- 


week tour — aimed at restoring 
American credibility on the continent 
and heading off a race war in south- 
ern Africa — would help President 
Ford formulate a new African policy. 


Later in the day Tanzania's Foreign 


Minister Ibrahim Kaduma told Kissin- 
ger that if black majority rule in Af- 
rica can only be achieved through 
guerrilla war, "we must support that 
cause." 


The secretary was also told that the 


United States can best help promote 
Mack majority rule in southern Africa 
by standing aside. 


Kissinger was greeted on his arrival 


in Tanzania by an editorial in the gov- 
ernment-run Sunday News criticizing 
Washington because it "consistently 
and persistently stood with .Africa's 
oppressors" over the ast 20 years. 


Tanzania takes a hard line toward 


the white minority government of 
Rhodesian Prime Minister Ian Smith, 
insisting it must be toppled by force. 


U.S. officials traveling with Kissin- 


ger said his talks with Nyerere would 
be vital to the success of his mission. 


Before flying to Tanzania, Kissinger 


conferred 
with Kenyan President 


Jomo Kenyatta and later said those 
talks would "contribute greatly to a 
new African policy President Ford 
Will formulate on my return." 


Asked about news reports 
the 


United States was considering giving 
direct military aid to black guerrillas 
in white-ruled Namibia (South West 
Africa) and Rhodesia, the secretary 
said: 


"The United States does not plan to 


give military aid to nationalists in any 
form."

Final Soliah arguments slated 


Final arguments are scheduled today in the bank robbery trial of 


Patricia Hearst's lover, Steven Soliah, a housepainter with whom 
she shared an Intimate relationship during her underground days. 
Soliah's defense attorney, Sheldon Otis, said the case could go to 
the jury late Monday or Tuesday after nearly four weeks of testi- 
mony in the Symbionese Uberation Army-linked bank robbery April 
21,1975. If convicted, Soliah faces a possible maximum life prison 
term because Myrna Opsahl, 42, a mother of four, was killed by a 
shotgun blast during the $15,000 holdup In suburban Sacramento.

Estimates on the amount of support 


liberal senators can expect vary, with 
one source putting it as low as 50 to 55 
of the 100 Senate votes and another 
counting about 60 votes.

Egyptians were first magicians 


.Andy sends the Encyclopaedia Brit- 


mmlca's 1W« Yearbook of Science and 
the Future to Terry Young. 12, of Mil- 
waukee, Witt., for his question: 


HOW DID THE AHT OF MAGIC 
STAKT? 


How would you like to wave a mag- 


ic wand and turn a head of lettuce 
into a cuddly bunny? Or perhaps say 
a few magic words over an empty 
bird cage and suddenly (ill it with 
chirping birds? Maybe pulling shiny 
coins out of the air is more to your 
liking? These and other feats are per- 
formed by magicians every day, who 
prove beyond any doubt that the hand 
is quicker than the eye. 


The history of magic goes back 


thousands of years, and in the pro- 
cess gets a heaping helping of super- 
stition and witchcraft thrown in. One 
definition of magic uses such unsavo- 
ry terms as voodoo, sorcery, alchemy, 
demonology and witchcraft. Thank 
heavens magic has • split personality 
and another definition is available - 
the one Uiat deals with entertainment. 


Magic as a form of entertainment 


can be traced back to early Egyptian 
history. Scene* painted on the walls of 


MARK TRAIL 


an Egyptian tomb depict a primitive 
form of the cups-and-balls trick — 
which may be one of the oldest decep- 
tions in the world. And it is still used 
today by sleight-of-hand performers. 


Early Japanese history tells us of 


magicians pulling ropes through their 
throats. And almost everyone who has 
seen a magic show would recognize 
the magic linking rings, a deception 
that Chinese magicians were per- 
forming almost 1,900 years ago. 


A book published in 1582 is consid- 


ered to be the first book on magical 
secrets. Written by Reginald Scott, 
King James I of Scotland promptly 
banned the book, which made the 
people want to read it all the more. 
America's first book on the secrets of 
magic was printed in Philadelphia by 
Mathew Carey in 1795. 


Through the 18th and 19th centuries 


more and more magicians began to 
perform. Many of them appeared on 
stage in flowing robes and peaked 
hats — and many of their tricks de- 
pended on props hidden in the folds of 
their robes. Jean-Eugene Robert-Hou- 
din, who lived from 1805 to 1871, was 
the first magician to don regular eve- 
ning clothes. An amazing performer, 


he is generally called the father of 
modern magic. 


Many magicians imitated Robert- 


Houdin in manner and dress and also. 
in the types of conjuring and illusions 
performed. Each in turn added new 
aspects to the art of magic. To list all 
these great magicians would fill pages 
and pages. But perhaps one of the 
most famous names of modern magic 
is Ehric Weiss, who performed under 
the name of Harry Houdini. 


Our modem-day magic has nothing 


to do with witches or sorcery. It is a 
form of entertainment. The magician 
performs tricks that seem impossible, 
and the audience is truly amazed. But 
both the magicians and the spectaors 
know that they are just extremely 
well-executed tricks — and not really 
magic.

The reason given by some 


Rolling Meadows officials 
for 


charging for the garbage service 
is that the condominiums are 
considered "multi-family" units 


in regard to city service fees. 
And because multi-family units 
(apartments) don't receive free 
garbage service then neither do 
residents of the condominiums. 


We suspect Uie debate could 


go on and on without a satisfac- 
tory resolve to either side be- 
cause both groups apparently al- 
ready have made up their minds 
that they are right. 


But it seems the condominium 


owners have legitimate ques- 
tions regarding their treatment, 
for they have a stake in Rolling 
Meadows just as do single fami- 
ly homeowners. By purchasing 
one of the condominium units, 
they have as much to say about 
the way things are run in Roll- 
ing Meadows as any other prop- 
erty owner because they pay the 
same taxes, and in some cases 
more. And shouldn't they also be 
given a financial break like oth- 
er homeowners in Rolling Mead- 
osvs?

Campaign answer man updates primary analysis

WASHINGTON (UPI) — The Campaign Answer Man is back in 


town and we've asked him to drop by to give us an analysis of the 
issues that have dominated the 1976 presidential primaries so far. 


Question: Sir, we've heard a great deal about detente during the 


last few weeks. Would you define detente for us and tell us just 
what the controversy is about? 


Answer Man: Delighted. Detente refers to Dr. Kissinger's dental 


work. The big issue is whether the secretary of state was in viola- 
tion of the Buy America Act when he had a cavity filled in 
Smolensk. 


Question: Well, what are the positions of the candidates on this 


Issue? 


Answer Man: As you might imagine, Gov. Carter Is most vitally 


Interested in the issue of dental health. He has pledged to reduce 
the secretary's teeth from 32 to 11, but declines to say whether 
Kissinger's incisors or molars would be the first to go. 


Sen. Jackson takes a hard line on the issue. He pledges to bite the 


Russians if they remain recalcitrant. Rep. Udall has a joke he tells 
about dentists. Gov. Reagan has come out firmly against electric 
tooth brushes and the President has called in an orthodontist from 
Grand Rapids to advisejiim on the matter. 


Question: The economy seems to be a major issue. What are the 


candidates saying about jobs? 


Answer Man: Well, each has his own program. Sen. Jackson 


plans to put the unemployed to work building airplanes. Rep. Udall 
would have them filling strip mines. Gov. Reagan would, hire 
200,000 unemployed people to investigate welfare chiseling. 


Gov. Wallace would institute a program hiring welfare mothers to 


shred guidelines and dump them into the Potomac. Gov. Carter 
promises to tell the truth about the issue. And the President says 
he, for one, Isn't going to panic. 


Question: Is there much concern about mass transit? 
Answer Man: This could become a hot issue. The President is 


preparing a program to provide subway cars to Dalhart, Tex., 


Anaheim, Calif., and cities in other states with late primari •• by 
repossessing the Pelham line in New York City. 


Sen. Jackson favors a new technology — moving commuters to 


their jobs on airplanes, while Gov. Carter leans toward submarines. 
Gov. Wallace plans to take the bicycles away from the college 
professors and giving them to steel workers in Gary, Ind., and 
other people who can park them straight. 


Question: Well, how important will these issues be in determining 


the nominations arid the election? We hear all the time that image 
and personalities are dominating the campaign. 


Answer Man: Not so. Rep. Udall, for one, denied that canard both 


in New York and Milwaukee, after his one-on-one matches with 
local professional basketball stars. And Gov. Carter simply dis- 
misses the issue with a smile. 


Question: So we won't be won't be hearing about charmisma in 


this campaign? 


Answer Man: Now that Gov. Shapp is out of it, we've seen the 


last of charisma.

January. 


How are you doing, Oscar? 
"Pretty fair," he said. 
IT'S A FINE, old 10-acre farm 


on Schoenbeck Road north of 
Hlntz Road in Wheeling. Rich, 
black soil rests untilled after the 
long winter. 


The farm belonged to Roy LJch- 


ter, Oscar's gardening buddy. 
LJchter died. None of his sons 
wanted the farm. 


Last December the land was ac- 


quired from Lichter'a estate by 
the Wheeling Park District. Park 
officials knew nothing of Oscar 
Maegli. 


Someday, the old farm will be 


converted into a recreational site. 
Men will plow the land level, pour 
cement and install park equip- 
ment. Before that, Oscar Maegli 
will be moved. 


But for now, he stays because 


there is no place else in his life. 
And because the park district still 
does not have any idea what to do 
with him. 


"1 DIDN'T HEAR nothing yet," 


said Oscar. "You'd have to see 
whats-his-name.

We visited for nearly two hours. 


Oscar told new stories not covered 
in January, there was a row of 
birch trees along the farm's 
northern edge.

Spring causes things to grow. 


And years ago, Oscar and Roy 
Lichter already would have begun 
theh- garden. We walked into that 
field. 


"This would be a good time to 


plow," said Oscar. "It's not too 
dry and not too wet." 


PEONIES HAVE poked their 


little stalks through the ground on 
Roy Lichter's old farm.Two rhu- 
barb patches are up. Tulips grow 
in no particular sequence The 
grape arbor appears dead. Oscar 
found some onions. 


"Right here, this used to be a 


whole row of asparagus," he said, 
"it come* up yet. You used to see 
all that stuff. If it was grown 
around here, we had it." 


We continued to walk all around

the old farm. Oscar told me about 
pear, cherry, apple and apncot 
trees in the orchard. They'd 
bloom soon. He had not said any- 
thing about apricots in January. 


The orchard has seen better 


days. Oscar does not even bother 
with the fruit. "Birds will do that 
for you," he said. "They clean a 
tree in one day." 


OSCAR WALKED near a large 


plant and said, "When you see 
these lilacs in bloom, that's when 
you should run down to Fox Lake 
and get yourself some white bass. 
That's when they're really run- 
ning." 


He always loved fishing. Oscar 


has not been on a dock or sat in a 
boat for years. 


There have been some changes 


since January. Oscar had a birth- 
day ... he's now 63 ... and also 
junked his old blue car for an old 
brown car. 


The big house has been vacant 


almost one year. Paint has begun 
to peel on the inside walls. Bushes 
are threatening to obscure the 
house. The grass has not been 
mowed. It's full of dandelions. 


But some things do not change. 


Those eight cats used to sleep on 
Oscar's old blue car. Now, there 
are paw prints across the old 
brown car. 


AND OSCAR STILL keeps 


watching those cats. They greet 
him each morning, Oscar coming

vices contribute significantly to reve- 
nues. Crawford said the outlook for 
the remainder of 1976 is "generally 
favorable." He cited recent cost-cut- 
ting measures including corporate 
staff reductions.

Cecile Walker of Palatine was 


reared on a fruit farm in Michigan, 
her story of how her grandparents 
settled there wins this week's $5 
award. 


In the 1890s, my maternal grand- 


parents in Germany, Herman and 
Anna Skibbe, were fleeing from bor- 
der to border, trying to escape ag- 
gression. They decided to emigrate 
the new country, the United States of 
America, to give their baby daughter, 
Theresa, (my mother), a more prom- 
ising future. 


Sponsored by American Friends, 


they set out on the long voyage across 
the Atlantic Ocean. The sea was 
rough for days and the comforts of 
the ship minimal. Anna, expecting her 
second baby, and her young daughter 
were extremely ill. Funeral clothes 
were already laid out for Theresa, 
who wasn't expected to live. 


BUT THE CHILD managed to stay 


alive and, with God's help, they all 
arrived safely in New York Harbor 
after 30 days at sea. 


The Skibbes then began the long 


trip from New York to Michigan. It 
was too much for Anna, who went into 
labor to a railroad station in Pennsyl- 
vania. A kind Baptist minister who 
lived a mile down the road took the 
little family into his home for a week, 
where their second child, a son, was 
born. 


Continuing their journey, they final- 


ly arrived at their sponsor's home, a 
fruit farm in Michigan. With the spon- 
sor's help, they rented a house down 
the road. Herman took jobs with vari- 
ous farmers, picking fruit and work- 
ing the land. 


LATER THE Skibbes bought low- 


priced government land two miles 
away. On this wooded 20 acres, Her- 
man built a log cabin. Gradually he 
added a barn, chicken house, garage, 
and eventually a white-frame house to 
replace the cabin. 


The land was cleared, mostly by 


hand, and planted with apples, 
grapes, plums, melons, currants, red 
raspberries and pears. As the years 
went by, seven more children (nine in 
all) hleped their father plant and har- 
vest the fruit which was packed and 
taken by horse and wagon to the fruit 
market in Benton Harbor, 10 miles 
away. 


All nine children walked two miles 


to a one-room country school. On Sun-

days, Herman hitched up the horses 
to the wagon — to the sleigh in winter 
— and traveled eight miles to the 
little white country church which he 
had helped build. 


ANNA LOVED flowers and had a 


Jarge garden. She put up pickles and 
sauerkraut, and sold fruit from a 
stand in her front yard. With the mon- 
ey she earned, she went to the county 
fair each dall. 


The little country church is there to- 


day. My father still attends services 
there, as did Theresa, my mother, un- 
til her death three years ago. The 
home where I was raised and where 
my father still lives is only one-fourth 
mile from the first home of my grand- 
parents, Herman and Anna. They left 
us a legacy of pleasant memories as 
they helped to make our country what 
it is today.

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Don Sayres sets a chic color pace

(Last of a series) 


It's odd. Don Sayres can't explain It, but there's 


something distinctly southern about him. A Leslie 
Howard, "Gone With the Wind" quality, in the soft 
voice, the lanky frame and the fair, angular fea- 
tures. 


The 29-year-old designer, however, was born In the 


Bronx, graduated with a liberal arts degree from 
New York's Hunter College — "It wais important to 
me to get a broad education" — and then attended 
the Fashion Institute of Technology here. 


"After FIT, I played around for awhile," he says, 


"and when I decided I should be working, I didn't 
know where to begin. I knew no one in this field and 
everyone said you have to take your portfolio and 
knock on doors. But if you're not generally outgoing 
it's very tough." 


But the more doors, the less tough it becomes, he

found. "I'd go to Seventh1 Avenue and work my •way 
from the top pf a- building to the bottom', asking if 
they had any opening," 
• 


The break finally came when Oleg Cassini sports- 


wear offered to buy his sketches free lance. Even- 
tually, he ended up designing for D'Amselle for four 
and a half years. 


Just one year ago, he left D'Amselle to become the 


imagination behind Gamut, a women's sportswear 
house created by Consolidated Foods, "one of the 
largest and best run conglomerates in the country," 
he says. 


"CONSOLIDATED estimated we'd do $2 5 million 


the first year. But two weeks after our first show 
last April (1975), the business in the house alone was 
$2.4 million. It was difficult to go to a $5 million 
business overnight." He laughs. Difficult, but it 
should happen to everyone. 


Now, with his second collection behind him and a 


third approaching, Gamut by Don Sayres is estab- 
lished in 1,500 stores nationally. 


"I offer what I call preselected sportswear." he 


says. "I'll sell a jacket, shirt, skirt or pants that I've 
coordinated as one unit, for $120 to $150. But I also 
emphasize that this is a suggested way of wearing 
these pieces. They're simple, well-chosen items that 
I've put together but love to see broken apart by a 
woman who loves to do that." 


His spring colors are exuberant and spirited. He 


pairs a cherry blazer with a turquoise shirt, for in- 
stance, over a white skirt. "We're in a period of very 
simple clothes," he explains, "and your silhouettes 
remain fairly basic — the blazer, skirt and shirt. So 
what's left to play with is color. 


"I can't explain the difference between chic and 


vulgar brights," he continues. "It's a taste level and 
that's the most important thing about my clothes. 
The taste level is such that they'll go with any other 
designer clothes " 


Women, you see, he says in his quiet way, "have a 


tremendous variety in their wardrobe, if they'd open 
their closets. Before she goes shopping, a woman

should know her wardrobe. She may need just one 
jacket or a sleeveless, V-neck sweater to pull it all 
together." 


AND SHE SHOULD learn to look at herself. "Her 


visual judgment is the most important thing. She's 
got to learn to hold a blouse with a jacket in front of 
a mirror to see if they work, because what you do 
with fabrics and how you wear them determine when 
you wear them." 


Take a day look carried into evening, another of 


his specialties. "In the fall, I did a flannel skirt with 
a velvet jacket. In the evening, you put that jacket 
over a satin shirt and with that flannel skirt, it's a 
great look for the theater or the movies." 


Provided it's casual. He hates a studied, labored 


appearance, and if he catches you With every button 
buttoned, watch out. "I'm always undoing buttons," 
he says, "and turning back cuffs on a jacket to show 
a blouse beneath. And I like to stand up the collar of 
a shirt to frame a woman's face." 


And, finally, we've got to send caution to the 


winds. "When something is new," he says, "that's1 
the time to try it. The first year, women read about 
it and say, it's not for me. 


"The second year they see it on a friend and say, 


it's still not for me. The third year, they get cou- 
rageous and buy it. But by now designers are com- 
ing up with something new, and yet these women 
complain about styles changing too rapidly." 


AFTER ALL, clothes for those outside the busi- 


ness, "shouldn't be taken too seriously. Fashion Isn't 
fine art which remains fine art through the ages. It's 
a new skirt length and if it's not for you, wear what 
you like, but give yourself time to enjoy it if you do 
like it." 


Solid thoughts from the easygoing young man with 


the southern manner who admits to feeling the pres- 
sure of his profession. "I've established a certain 
level and I have to maintain it and go beyond it. It's 
hard " But, then, so was knocking on all those doors 
and look where that got him.

Dear Mrs. H. P. S., 


First, I suggest you think about this 


before you act too fast. As so often is 
the case, the palazzo pants are still 
very much in style because of the tou- 
ngewear look in at-home dressing. 
They are now called pajama panto, 
but they are virtually the same. 


If you would still like to make them 


into a skirt, it is rather simple to do. 
Rip out the center front and center 
back seams to a few inches above the 
curve of the crotch. You must also rip 
out the inseam of the pants clear to 
the hem. Press the seam allowances 
out nice and flat. 


Take a yardstick and place it verti- 


cally along the center front seam 
from the point where you stopped rip- 
ping up to the waistband. Draw a line 
that continues from this point clear to 
the hem. Do the same for the center 
back seam. 


Pin and machine stitch a continuous 


seam from the center front all the 
way to the hem, and do the same in 
the back. You have simply cut away 
the crotch curve that mode the gar- 
ment Into pants, usually about 3 to 4 
inches both front and back. 


Incidentally, the nine techniques 


be used to change a pah* of abort cu- 


lotte or gaucho pants into a street 
length skirt.

Without meaning to sound too flip, I 


must tell you that it takes more than 
fitting to make pants look great — it 
takes a great figure. Unfortunately, 
all female figures were not made to 
wear pants, so if you are honest with 
yourself' and realize this is your prob- 
lem, you must attack the problem 
from another angle. 


Of course, the fitting is important. 


You must use the right width legs for 
your figure, the crotch length must be 
correct and they must fit with some 
ease throughout the thighs and hips. 
After you have achieved a satisfac- 
tory fit, then we must go farther and 
find just what will make these pants 
attractive on you This will come 
from the type of top or jacket you 
wear with the pants to disguise the 
part of your figure that is not attrac- 
tive. 


An overblouse or shirt is the first 


answer that comes to my mind. A 
shirt-type or blazer jacket will also 
hide a multitude of sins. 


Whatever you do, I would avoid a 


tuck-in blouse or even a short sweater 
that reveals the very part of you that 
you are trying to disguise. I hope I 
have given you a few ideas that will 
overcome the hurdle you have encoun- 
tered and allow you to wear slacks 
with confidence, just the same as 
your friends.

Husband's health 
a worry to wife 


What does one do with a 48-year-old husband who won't lake care 


of kit health? 


He's • Mg man, ft feet 2 and weights 2M pounds. Two yean ago 


(he doctor found he had very high blood pressure and gave him 
torn* medicine* and told him to come back In three weeks. He 
never went back. He gets very little exercise, eat* no breakfast 
except for two cups of coffee and fruit Juice, eats DO lunch and has 
a good evening meal. He has two cocktails before dinner and sev- 
eral after. He is in bed by 10:30 week nights and 11 or so on 
weekends. He »lu at a desk all day. 


He suffers terrible headaches and eats aspirin like he can't get 


enough of it. His mother died of a stroke at age 57 and I am afraid 
he b beading in the same direction. His father Is hale and hearty In 
Us middle 70s and my husband says he takes after his father and 
wffl live to a ripe old age. His father is four inches shorter and S» 
pounds lighter. He doesn't drink or smoke. My husband stopped 
smoking 10 years ago so I know that's In his favor. 


Our sex Hfo has gone down the drab. He says it makes his heart 


beat too fast and for an hour or sa afterwards. 


I love him, Doctor, and don't want to be a widow. I am only 44 


and we still have four children at home. If you'd comment on 
whether blood pressure Is inherited or not, I would be most grate- 
ful. 


You have good reason to be concerned. There Is an inherited 


tendency toward high blood pressure. Anyone who has high blood 
pressure certainly deserves careful evaluation and should then 
have regular medical supervision. If necessary, medicine should be 
taken. Elimination of any evidence of excess fat in a person who 
has high blood pressure is exceedingly important. High blood pres- 
sure significantly Increases the likelihood of having a heart attack 
or a stroke. 


From the sounds of your husband's diet it is unsatisfactory. Indi- 


viduals usually are not successful In controlling their weight by 
eating little or no breakfast, little or no lunch and having one large 
meal a day. That large meal usually contains so many calories that 
it defeats all the earlier efforts. 


The alcohol contributes to his calorie Intake. A high alcohol In- 


take with poor dietary habits is a set-up for developing liver disease 
and other problems. 


If sexual activity produces a significant strain on your husband, 


hi* health must be sufficiently bad that he really does need help. 
Persistent fist heart rate after a modest amount of exercise Is not 
normal. Your husband needs to see a good, conscientious doctor, 
and he needs to become a good, conscientious patient. Between the 
two a great deal can be done to improve his chances of survival 
with good health. A major change in his habits might enable him to 
eliminate his headaches, regain Ms health and really enjoy the 
increased life span that he could have.

might remove stains 


Dear Dorothy: Put some chlorine bleach In the toilet bowl, then 


foolishly used a stainless steel scrubber on a particularly stub- 
born spot. The result was pure disaster. I have blackish-gray 
marks which respond to nothing. Is there any way to remove 
these marks or have I taken the permanent finish off? — Enid W. 
Malcolm 


I was under the Impression that glazed, ceramic toilet bowls, 


being made of vitreous china, were Impervious to any kind of 
stain. However, an expert in the field says that if the chlorine 
bleach was not diluted with water, it might have softened the 
surface and the steel wool at that point was the worst thing to 
use. He thinks the damage probably is permananet, but you have 
nothing to lose to try a bit of the cleanser containing oxalic acid. 
I've watched window cleaners use it to remove supposedly per- 
manent stains. 


Dear Dorothy: Someone told me that oil of eucalyptus would 


rid a house of fleas. Have you ever heard of this? If so, how could 
a simple thing like this do the trick? -Mrs. J. H. Hedge 


Insects are repelled by certain odors. This particular product is 


quite pungent. Many readers have reported success dampening 
cotton balls in the oil and tying them around where the fleas 
cluster. They leave, say the contended householders. 


Dear Dorothy: I occasionally see a recipe asking for clarified 


butter. Can you buy it or do you have to make it yourself? 
-Hlldy Martin 


You make it yourself. Melt butter over low heat and skim off the 
foam. Strain the clear yellow liquid inti a bowl.taking care to 
leave all the milky residue in the bottom of the pan. What you 
have in the bowl is clarified butter.

You can survive a loss 


Losing.. .your lover, your job, your 


youth.. .is part of living But that 
doesn't make it any easier to take. 
How can you cope with the hurt? 


"Accept your loss and do your cry- 


ing now," advises psychologist Melba 
Colgrove, of San Diego. "The stiff up- 
per lip is out Don't postpone your 
grieving or you'll never get over it. 
Face it, knowing that you will sur- 
vive You think you won't. But really, 
you will." 


Dr. Colgrove finds that while, every- 


one reacts differently to loss, there 
are some patterns. First, in the case 
of sudden loss, there's shock and de- 
nial. You may feel injured and seek to 
deny the reality of what happened., 
The next phase is anger and depres- 
sion. You'll have trouble thinking 
clearly, concentrating on work or 
even remembering what you Bad for 
breakfast. Finally, there ia under- 
standing and acceptance. 


"THEN YOU'RE on your way to re- 


covery," Dr. Colgrove says "and, per- 
haps, growth. Having weathered the 
crisis, you may discover a happier, 
stronger, more independent you." 


Loss can have another positive as- 


pect, she notes. "It makes room for 
new gains and potentials." For ex- 
ample, losing your old job offers an 
opportunity to find a better one. 
Can people prepare for loss? "Yes," 
says Dr. Colgrove, "this can and 
should be done," Knowing about a

loved one's serious illness or the fami- 
ly breadwinner's job difficulties, you 
can make arrangements to ease the 
anticipated blow 


"One coupla I know 'rehearses' for 


widowhood. They spend tune on their 
own to get used to being alone Their 
wills are in order, and they've made 
known to whom they would leave 
their family china and favorite be- 
longings." 


DR. COLGROVE, now in her for- 


ties, lost her father when she was 
four. Age and experience make one 
better able to deal with loss, she 
points out. "I've learned that I sur- 
vived before and will survive again." 


Still, the death of a loved one, sepa- 


ration or divorce, the lose of such in- 
tangibles as health or youth, or even 
of cherished things, can be difficult at 
any age. 


"I once lost a fountain pen I'd had 


t h r o u g h o u t college and graduate 
school," Dr. Colgrove recalls.-"There 
were other pens, but I wanted tha- 
were other pens, but I wanted that 
one. Since then I've learned there are 
substitutions 
for most things. Of 


father or a husband." 


Grieving — with the support of 


friends and using consoling devices 
such as a diary, a tape recorder, a 
pet ("Look into your puppy's brown 
eyes and tell him he's the only one 
who understands how you feel!"), or 
even a pillow ("to hit or to hug") — 
soothes the emotional hurt and speeds 
the healing process. 


"YOU MUST experience the pain. 


Don't try to run from it or delay it. 
See it through."

ink for homemade transfers can be 
made easily at home with a formula 
from the University of Nebraska-Lin- 
coln. 


Stir one teaspoon of sugar in one 


tablespoon of hot water until sugar 
has dissolved. Choose a food color 
that will show up well on your fabric 
and add 30 drops or more to get a 
strong color. With a broadpoint pen or 
brush, draw or paint the design on pa- 
per, let it dry, and iron it on the fab- 
ric, with the iron at the cotton setting. 
Remember that the design will show 
up in reverse on the fabric. 


The service said ink remaining on 


the fabric after the embroidery is fin- 
ished will wash away easily.

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Pro-teacher candidates 
get strong voter support 


Belated Reflections On The Elec- 


tion: This topic would have been at- 
tacked two weeks ago except that 
once the votes were counted and the 
stories written, I immediately dis- 
appeared for a needed vacation. 


Now that I've returned, rested and 


almost sane, it's time to put on ye old 
cap of wisdom and see what happened 
here April 10. 


An "antiteacher influence" move- 


ment went public during the election. 
The seeds were planted the day those 
comfortable old "professional associ- 
ations" admitted to being "teachers' 
unions" and wanted to actually nego- 
tiate salaries, working hours, school 
calendars and class size. 


IN SOME DISTRICTS - particular- 


ly those that had teachers' strikes last 
year and where unions are increas- 
ingly vocal — the rhetoric on defeat- 
ing teacher power flowed like water. 


Ed Bedard, a Schaumburg Town- 


ship Dlst. 84 incumbent, passed out 
campaign literature which referred to 
the "combat" between teachers and 
board and the need for strong board 
members who would not relinquish 
control. Ann Sostrin, a second-time 
candidate in East Maine Dist. 63, 
pointed to the teachers' strike and ex- 
pressed her fear that militant teach- 
ers were taking control of-the schools. 


The vocal antiteacher candidates 


were defeated throughout the area. At 
the same time, some equally vocal 
pro-teacher candidates scored vic- 
tories. 


In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 


two of the three winners objected to 
the district's eliminating SO teaching 
positions this year. One is a teacher 
now, the other, a former teacher, and 
both received endorsement from the 
district teachers union. 


TEACHER-ENDORSED candidates 


in local districts did not sweep the 
elections but they scored well. Where 
they didn't win, their vote totals were 
close to the winners. 


I don't think that's the least bit sur- 


prising. Even when unions don't 
pound the pavement campaigning for 
candidates, they capture votes for

Another influence formally emerged 


in this election. Dist. 54 candidates 
were endorsed by both regular politi- 
cal parties. In Pala-tine-Rolling Mead- 
ows Dist. 15, candidates received the 
backing from individual political lead- 
ers, although there was no blanket en- 
dorsement from the Republican or 
Democratic organizations there.

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Rattlesnakes9 emergence 
a sure sign of spring 


K E O T A , Colo. (UPI) - Battle- 


», 
es are among the most hated 


creatures alive. 


They are ugly and seldom Inspire 


poetry. 


But just like the migrations of rob- 


ins and the blooming of flowers, their 
emergence from hiding is a sure sign 
of spring. 


Each spring for thousands of years 


they have slithered from their mys- 
terious denning areas to scatter onto 
the dusty western plains. This year is 
no different. 


Prairie rattlesnakes spent the last 


few weeks basking In the sun near 
communal dens, recovering from a 
long winter hibernation until ready to 
leave separately for other areas. 


Jeff Kimble, a blond, bearded out- 


doorsman from Centennial, Wyo., 
stumbled onto a half acre of dens 
about eight yean ago. He returns pe- 
riodically to study the reptiles. 


On a recent trip back, Kimble drove 


his pickup truck off the road near the 
W y o m i n g-Colorado 
border 
and 


bounced along the dry prairie in a 
dusty cloudy, steering around gullies 
and sagebrush. He pulled the truck 
Into a ravine near some chalky white 
and brown cliffs, climbed out and 
strapped a six shooter on his hip. 


Falcons, badgers, lizards and rat- 


tlers are at home here. The Jagged 
peaks of the Rocky Mountains are 
barely visible 10 miles to the west. 


Kimble once counted a minimum of 


260 snakes in the area within 20 min- 
utes. He claims there could easily 
have been 500. 


"They'll be leaving in a day or 


two," he said. "Then they'll be mov- 
ing out in all directions. Everywhere 
you step you'll be walking on snakes." 


With Kimble was Dave Chiszar, an 


animal behaviorist from the Univer- 
sity of Colorado who has studied rat- 
tlesnakes for three years. 


"There's no way of telling how 


many snakes are here," Chizar said. 
"I'm willing to bet we're standing on 
the main aggregate area for about 
five miles in all directions, maybe 
more." 


They walked carefully into the area 


and within minutes found five or six 
rattlers sunning themselves at the 
mouth of a deep hole in the earth. 


The prairie rattlers felt the vibra- 


tions of footsteps. The broad flat 
heads rose up looking directly at the 
two men. One snake began rattling 
but most were still sluggish from the 
hibernation. 


"The rattle is meant to scare," 


Chiszar said. "The snake doesn't want 
to tangle with the hiker who stumbles 
on it. What it wants is for you to 
leave it alone. It's actually a timid 
creature." 


The prairie rattlesnake is the most 


common western rattler, found from 
the Mississippi River to California. 
Lawrence Klauber, a herpetologist 
and foremost rattlesnake authority, 
says the creatures can probably live 
at elevations up to 10,000 feet. 


Few people die from rattlesnake 


bites these days, even from the fangs 
of the prairie rattler which has the 
most deadly venom of the species. 


"I'd say the prairie rattlesnakes are 


among the most dangerous of the 
North American rattlers," Chiszar 
said. "It is theoretically possible that 
a guy could die if he gets a strike 
directly into the bloodstream but it's 
unlikely. He'll get sicker than hell 
though." 


The old time-tested remedy of a 


slight cut across the wound and suck- 
ing the venom out remains the best 
remedy for snake bit, he said, but it 
must be done immediately after the 
strike to be effective. 


Other rattlers were near their dens 


basking in the sun and becoming 
more active as their body tempera- 
tures warmed. The dull green skin 
with brown blotches could barely be 
distinguished from the surrounding 
terrain. Most of the snakes slid off 
into nearby dens soon after sending 
the men's presence. 


In a nearby arroyo, however, the 


two men crept up on a three-foot rat- 
tler before it had a chance to slip 
away. For 30 minutes they sat less 
than six feet from the coiled snake 
while it rattled and threatened in 
striking position 


The snake rarely moved except 


when one of the men changed posi- 
tion. Then Its flat head slowly turned 
to follow the movement. 


A rattler has a striking distance of 


roughly two-thirds its body length. 
The strike is faster than the human 
eye can follow. Klauber says the 
snakes vary in temperment but will 
generally avoid a fight if they have a 
choice. 


"Well, I think we've terrorized this 


old boy about enough," Chiszar said, 
and the men picked up their equip- 
ment and walked off, leaving the 
snake still coiled and rattling. 


On the way back to the truck, they 


stopped to watch another group of rat- 
tlers retreat to the safety of a crack 
in the ground. The same snakes will 
be able to find their way back to the 
same crack in the ground next fall. 
Those that make it back. 


Pilot views Midway battle 


TULSA, Okla. (UPI) - Only five of 


the 38 torpedo planes launched from 
U.S. aircraft carriers in the Battle of 
Midway in June, 1942 came back. En- 
sign Ed Heck was the pilot of one of 
them. 


For his rote in the crucial Pacific 


battle against the Japanese, Heck was 
awarded the Navy Cross, second only 
to th Congressional Medal of Honor. 
He made a career of the Navy, retir- 
ing in 1860 with the rank of command- 
er. 


Heck, now 57, is director of mainte- 


nance information services at the 
American Airlines Maintenance and 
Engineering Center in Tulsa and is 
helping organize the Combat Pilots 
Association, a new group headquar- 
tered at Los Angeles. 


The CPA was started two years ago 


to "promote a strong and effective 
military aviation organization," Heck 
said. CPA members hope the organi- 
zation eventually will become a lobby 
force in Congress. 


The organization has had two na- 


tional conventions — called "Group 
Gropes" — where members get to- 


gether and tell war stories. 


The Battle of Midway is the most 


memorable for Heck. The Carthage, 
Mo., native was only 23 when the 38 
torpedo planes undertook the mission 
a g a i n s t overwhelming Japanese 
forces seven months after Pearl Har- 
bor. 


"Most of them were snot down be- 


fore we ever got to dropping range," 
he said. "They were shot down by 
Japanese fighters." 


The planes swooped down, trying to 


get to within 50 or 100 feet of the wa- 
ter before launching their torpedos at 
the target ships. 


"You had to lead the ship," Heck 


said. "If your lead was incorrect, you 
missed the target. You had no homing 
capability." 


And, Heck can also recall how de- 


lays kept his carrier, the Enterprise, 
from reaching Pearl Harbor on Dec. ,7 
1941. 


"The carrier was scheduled to be in 


the harbor early that morning, but 
there were delays," he said. "There- 
fore, we were off the coast of Oahu 
when the Japanese attacked. Some of 


the aircraft had been launched and 
arrived at ,Pearl Harbor about the 
time of the attack and were shot 
down. 


"When, the ship received word, we 


were, of course, put immediately on 
alert. 


"My squadron stood by all day Dec. 


7 for a launch to conduct a torpedo 
attack. Late that afternoon my squad- 
ron was 'launched along with others, 
dive bombers and fighter aircraft, for 
an attack on the Japanese fleet. 


"However, we never made contact, 


for reasons unbeknownst to me. We 
went to where it was supposed to be, 
but it wasn't there." 


Heck, who also served on carriers 


during the Korean War, joined the 
Navy Reserve in the fall of 1939. 


"My objective in wanting to join 


was with the intent that after my 
three years with the fleet, I would go 
into commercial aviation," Heck said. 
"But, before I had completed my 
three years, World War II had started 
and I couldn't get out if I had wanted 
to."

Jenkins surprised 
by trade but happy 
about joining winner

Ferguson Jenkins had finished 


his workout before the modest 
pre-game crowd in Comiskey 
Park and headed for the dugout, 
stopping every few feet along the 
way to oblige autograph seekers. 


With his third team in four 


years, the one-time Chicago Cub 
of eight years looked lean and lan- 
ky as he dropped into a seat in 
the near empty dugout No 32- 
years-old, he looked good in the 
uniform of his new team, the Bos- 
ton Red Sox. He looked like a win- 
ner. 


Jenkins was 17-18 for Texas last

"I had 
a mediocre year last year, but 
since the team didn't play that 
well, I thought I'd get at least an- 
other year to prove myself in 
Texas." 


I knew there were a lot of 


teams interested in me toward the 
end of the season Los Angeles, 
Cincinnati and Atlanta had sent 
scouts out. But Boston was a sur- 
prise. 


"I feel real good about being 


here," he said But I know I have 
to prove myself all over again." 


So far, Jenkins has been doing

Johnson said he didn't have

But so does winning a lotte- 
ry. Just about as often. Palmer did it 
in 1962 and no one since. Burke won 
four in a row 1952. Miller won 2% in 
1974. 


Most golfers would settle for three 


tournaments in a lifetime. But Hubert 
was so little impressed that he took 
the fourth week off. 


It was not as if Green lucked his 


way through a playoff or two or 
sneaked up on the big names in his 
victories. He won Doral by six, the 
Heritage by five and the third tourna- 
ment by two. He was 40 under par for 
the three tournaments. 


Lots of guys have a swing that will 


hold up for three holes. Some even 
have one that will hold up for (three 
rounds. Almost nobody has one that 
will 
withstand three tournaments 


against the flower of American golf. 


Since Green has won 11 tourna- 


ments in five years, it is not likely 
that anyone will ever misspell his 
name on a leader board again or have 
to stop and wonder if he's the one who 
rides a motorcycle for a living. 


Neither is he picking tournaments 


where Nicklaus is staying in the barn. 
He beat Jack by six shots at Doral. 


But Hubert does not expect people 


to begin calling him the Golden Bear 
of The Green Monster or The Hawk or 
bring out books like "How To Putt 
Standing On Your Head" or "Through 
The Green With Hubert." 


"Let's fact It," he gays. "I'm 16 ma- 


jors behind Jack NicUaus. You're 
talking about a different order of gol- 
fers when you go from him to me." 


It is not likely there will always be 


that much daylight between Green 
and Nicklaus and the Hall of Fame 
generally. For Green saves his awe of 
the titans of golf for press conferences 
and post-round interviews. It is not so 
apparent on the links. 


In 1974, in the Danny Thomas Open 


in Memphis;, Hubert was playing with 
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Gary Player when he exploded into a 
rage at a free drop given to Player by 
the PGA committee. 


Now, in the world of golf, challeng- 


ing Gary Player is a breach of man- 
ners, akin to throwing at Babe Ruth, 
spiking Ty Cobb or late-hitting John 
Unitas. Tour rookies are not supposed 
to do it. At least, not on national TV. 


Hubert went right for the flag, as 


usual, in this dispute. Nor was he con- 
soled. In fact, he was even fined $500 
by the tournament committee. 


Hubert is not about to talk about it 


today but challenging a ruling given 
Player, who is one of those golfers 
Hubert says publicly know so much 
more about the game than he is sup- 
posed to, served notice he was no one 
to flinch at any other par-5. 


If he wins three other tournaments, 


or even one major this year, look for 
every hacker in the country to take up 
a position over the ball on 4-foot putts 
like a guy trying to climb backward 
off a ledge in a high wind — a spastic 
contortion in which the hands are 
spread a foot apart on the shaft, the 
right foot is feeling tentatively out for 
firm footing, and the hose is directly 
over the putter and ,the left leg 
twitches at impact. 


If you like, you can get the same 


effect by using a live snake for a put- 
ter shaft. But, if the ball stays out of 
the hole, you haven't got the grip and 
stance down right. Hubert sinks 'em 
across state lines his way.

Who will he support? 
Walker's role in vote 
next fall still a mystery

SPRINGFIELD, 111. (UPI) - Lame-duck Gov. Daniel 


Walker has apparently ruled out his most radical op- 
tions for the Nov. 2 general election. But he still hasn't 
really said what role he will take in that campaign. 


The governor has indicated through aides he will not 


form a third party in an effort to remain in office de- 
spite his loss to Michael Hewlett in the March 16 prima- 
ry. He also seems to have decided against supporting 
Republican nominee James Thompson. 


But he has not said whether he will campaign for 


Hewlett; remain completely neutral in the governor's 
race; or keep asking the same nagging questions he 
raised about Hewlett during the primary. 


A TELEGRAM Walker sent last week to the state 


Democratic convention said, "I am a Democrat and I 
believe strongly in the two-party system." 


A top Walker aide said that means Walker won't form 


a third party to run against Howlett and Thompson. He 
had hinted strongly after the primary that he might 
decide to take that option. 


The wire also said, "1 believe the people of Illinois 


and across the nation need Demoratic party programs 
and Democratic party victories in November." Walker 
press secretary Norton Kay said, "There's nothing 
there about Republican victories," implying Walker 
won't toss his support directly to Thompson. 


But Walker, who has railed against the evils of Demo- 


cratic machine politics since 1970, could hurt Howlett 
Indirectly if he remains technically neutral while ham- 
mering away at primary campaign issues he says 
Howlett evaded. 


These issues include: 
• What exactly were Howlett's duties as a Sun Steel 


vice-president, a job he held 15 years while state audi- 
tor and secretary of state? Howlett has quit the job. 


• Why did Howlett pay Income taxes on a $100,000 


campaign loan when the Internal Revenue Service says 
payment is required only if the funds are diverted for 
personal use? 


• Will Howlett, slated by the regular Democratic or- 


ganization, be a "puppet" of Chicago Mayor Richard J. 
Daley as Walker charged repeatedly during the cam- 


Another possibility is that Walker could forget all the 


brutal and divisive campaign rhetoric and give Howlett 
his complete support. If Walker does that, he'd want 
something in return. 


In the short run, 'according to a party source, Walk- 


er's support for Howlett might gain party support for 
his efforts to pay off his hefty campaign debt, estimated 
at upwards of $300,000. There is also talk Walked might 
be offered a chance to run against Republican U.S. Sen. 
Charles Percy in 1978 if he backs Howlett. 


WALKER HAS said he isn't interested in serving in 


the Senate. But he might be a lot more interested in 
running for governor again in 1978 — especially if 
Thompson beats Howlett. 


If Walker does run for governor In 1978, less than a 


year will elapse from January 1977 when he leaves of- 
fice to December 1977 when nominating petitions are 
filed. He won't need another job to stay in the public 
eye. 


Another possibility is that Walker will remain strictly 


neutral, neither helping nor hindering Howlett's run 
against Thompson. 
/ 


From Howlett's poinrof view, Walker's Support would 


be important to his general election chances. Walker 
beat Howlett badly downstate in the primary, largely 
on the basis of Walker's charge that Howlett is too close 
to Chicago Mayor Richard J. Daley to be his own man 
as governor. 


HOWLETT HAS asked Walker, for a meeting to dis- 


cuss possible truces, but so far they haven't been able 
to resolve the first step — when to bold the meeting. 


Howlett Isn't the only regular Democrat talking about 


party unity. Daley told the state convention "the great- 
est call that can go out is for unity" and State Treas- 
urer Alan Dixon, running .for secretary of state, said, 
"We bring Dan Walker's supporters to our bosom and 
ask for their help." 


These sentiments drew grumbling from one delegate 


who muttered, "Walker's a Judas." Another com- 
plained about efforts to lure Walker into the fold. "I 
voted for Howlett to get rid of Walker," he said. 


As he ponders his next step, Walker must consider 


not only such feelings of regular Democrats, but also 
whether his own considerable following would evapo- 
rate if he suddently embraces, or even appears to em- 
brace, the mayor and machine he has constantly ridi- 
culed. 


Pro-teacher candidates 
get strong voter support 


Belated Reflections On The Elec- 


tion: This topic would have been at- 
tacked two weeks ago except that 
once the votes were counted and the 
stories written, I immediately dis- 
appeared for a needed vacation. 


Now that I've returned, rested and 


almost sane, it's time to put on ye old 
cap of wisdom and see what happened 
here April 10. 


An "antiteacher influence" move- 


ment went public during the election. 
The seeds were planted the day those 
comfortable old "professional associ- 
ations" admitted to being "teachers' 
unions" and wanted to actually nego- 
tiate salaries, working hours, school 
calendars and class size. 


IN SOME DISTRICTS — particular- 


ly those that had teachers' strikes last 
year and where unions are increas- 
ingly vocal — the rhetoric on defeat- 
ing teacher power flowed like water. 


Ed Bedard, a Schaumburg Town- 


ship Dlst. 54 incumbent, passed out 
campaign literature which referred to 
the "combat" between teachers and 
board and the need for strong board 
members who would not relinquish 
control. Ann Sostrin, a second-time 
candidate in East Maine Dist. 63, 
pointed to the teachers' strike and ex- 
pressed her fear that militant teach- 
ers were taking control of the schools. 


The vocal antiteacher candidates 


were defeated throughout the area. At 
the same time, some equally vocal 
pro-teacher candidates scored vic- 
tories. 


In Wheeling-Buffalo Grove Dist. 21, 


two of the three winners objected to 
the district's eliminating 50 teaching 
positions this year. One is a teacher 
now, the other, a former teacher, and 
both received endorsement from the 
district teachers union. 


TEACHER-ENDORSED candidates 


in local districts did not sweep the 
elections but they scored well. Where 
they didn't win, their vote totals were 
clow to the winners.

pound the pavement campaigning for 
candidates, they capture votes for 
their people by simply sending letters 
to all union teachers living in the dis- 
trict. In a school election, where voter 
turnout is traditionally low, that block 
of votes is extremely important. 


Also, a number of parents are sym- 


pathetic to the teachers. For many 
parents, the teacher in the classroom, 
rather than the board and adminis- 
tration, is the only school "official" 
with whom they come in contact. 


The teacher — the person who in- 


structs your child, sits across from 
you at conferences and asks for your 
assistance at the Valentine's Day par- 
ty — comes in contact with hundreds 
of parents. The board, and for the 
most part the administration, comes 
in contact with parents when the par- 
ents have complaints. . 


THE IMPORTANT point is, what 


happens to that pro-teacher candidate 
once he or she takes a seat on the 
board. So far there has been little evi- 
dence that they are willing to give the 
h o u s e away in negotiations or 


relinquish board power. They general- 
ly do seek more input from teachers. 


Another influence formally emerged 


in this election. Dist. 54 candidates 
were endorsed by both regular politi- 
cal patties. In Pala-tine-RolHng Mead- 
ows Dist. 15, candidates received the 
backing from individual political lead- 
ers, although there was no blanket en- 
dorsement from the Republican or 
"Democratic organizations there. 


In both cases, the endorsements 


were made to counteract the pur- 
ported strength of teachers and in 
both cases the endorsement did not 
mean automatic election. 


There is a danger here. Education 


will be the loser if the day dawns 
when seven Regular Republican Or- 
ganization candidates, or seven Regu- 
lar Democratic Organization candi- 
dates, or, for that matter, seven 
teacher candidates wind up on a 
board of education. All who endorse 
now say they are doing so in the best 
interest of education. But you would 
have to be a fool to believe "the good 
of the kids" is the only reason they 
have become involved.

Panel to hear 
Forest Hospital 
expansion plan 


Plans for the expansion of Forest 


Hospital will be presented tonight to a 
special Des Plaines City Council com- 
mittee. 


The committee, appointed by Mayor 


Herbert H. Behrel in February, is at- 
tempting to ease tension between the 
psychiatric hospital, 555 Wilson Ln., 
and residents as well as develop an 
expansion plan that is acceptable to 
both sides. 


June Bengtsen, hospital public rela- 


tions coordinator, said she could not 
revea the specifics of the expansion 
plans, but said they are confined to an 
area south of Rand Road. 


THE MEETING will be at 8 p.m. in 


Room 407 of the Des Plaines Civic 
Center, 1420 Miner St. 


Relations between residents and the 


hospital have been on shaky ground In 
recent years because of zoning dis- 
putes, lawsuits and expansion plans. 


Residents are afraid the expansion 


of the hospital will change the resi- 
dential character of the neighborhood. 
They also fear escapes by patients at 
the hospital. 


Aid. Arthur Erbach, 5th, committee 


chairman, said he has asked the hos- 


pital and residents to submit their 
ideas to the committee. 


"What I have asktd is that the hos- 


pital submit proposals on how they 
might expand without disturbing resi- 
dents further," he said. "I have asked 
the (Hawthorne Lane) civic associ- 
ation for suggestions on what might 
be acceptable to them." 


MORRIS SQUIRE, hospital presi- 


dent, said he would like to work with 
the residents and city^to prevent fur- 
ther disagreements and misunder- 
standings. The hospital needs to ex- 
pand its treatment, training and park- 
ing facilities, he said. 


Clyde Bartlette, president of the 


Hawthorne Lane Civic Assn., has said 
residents might be agreeable to the 
expansion if it is confined to the south 
side of Rand Road. The hospital also 
owns property on the north side of the 
street. 


Last July, the city council refused 


to allow Forest Hospital to expand to 
a tract at 666 Garland Ave. In 1972, 
officials rejected a request by the hos- 
pital to rezone the Des- Plaines Funer- 
al Home, 1717 Rand Rd. 


City tightens controls 
on occupancy permits 


Des Plaines officials have passed 


more stringent regulations for the is- 
suance of temporary occupancy per- 
mits for unfinished buildings. 


The regulations require approval by 


several city inspectors before the per- 
mits are issued. Previously the per- 
mits could be issued at the discretion 
of the building commissioner. 


The changes in the city's building 


ordinance were recommended by the 
city council's building control and in- 
spection committee to ensure that 
new and remodeled buildings are safe 
b e f o r e tenants and owners are 
allowed occupancy. 


THE CHANGES were proposed af- 


ter former Building Comr. William 
Baldaccini allowed two city firms to 
move into buildings having numerous 
fire-code violations. Baldaccini resign- 
ed in March after coming under fire 
from aldermen several times for his 
handling of matters In the building de- 
partment. Leonard Trost has been ap- 


pointed acting building commissioner. 


Under the changes approved by the 


city council, temporary occupancy 
permits only will be issued after 
building, electrical, plumbing, fire, 
zoning and health inspectors sign re- 
ports stating that a given building is 
safe. 


The changes also will allow any in- 


spector with the approval of a super- 
visor to revoke a temporary occupan- 
cy permit if any violations are found 
later. 


The new policy calls for the permits 


to be issued for 60 days, with the own- 
er of a building allowed one 30-day 
extension. The city previously allowed 
the issuance of the permits for six 
months and had no policy on exten- 
sions. 


Finally, the city council has ap- 


proved a $25 fee per unit for each 
temporary occupancy permit for resi- 
dential dwellings and a $200 fee for 
permits for commercial, industrial 
and institutional buildings.

The students also receive work-

Parks postpone 
annexation vote 
until June 1 


The Wheeling Park District has de- 


layed until June 1 a referendum to 
annex apartment and quadrominium 
apartment complexes on Old Willow 
Road. 


David Phillips, park supetintendent, 


said the referendum was postponed 
from a previously scheduled May 25 
date because the park board has can- 
celed two meetings, for lack of a quo- 
rum. 


"We've made no preparations for 


the referendum. We've been trying to 
get the date set and we haven't really 
gone out and talked with people about 
the election," he said. 


THE PARK BOARD in March unan- 


imously approved the plan seeking to 
annex the Gladstone Glen apartment 
and the Qttlncy Park apartment qua- 
drominium complexes. Both com- 
plexes are on Old Willow Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


The complexes are in the newly 


created City of Prospect Heights, but 
are not served by a park district. 
About 1,500 residents are involved. 


Board Atty. Roger Bjorvik said the 


referendum is possible now because 
the district has acquired two corridors 
across from the Lake Run apartment 
complex which separate the two com- 
plexes to be annexed. Without the cor- 
ridors. Quincy Park, which has the 


largest tax base of the two, would be 
isolated from the district. 


The board was scheduled to fprmal- 


ly Adopt the annexation ordinance at 
its April 1 meeting but the action was 
delayed. The board is expected to ap- 
prove the ordinance at its May 6 
meeting. 


THE PARK BOARD in December 


postponed the annexation referendum 
pending negotiations with the owners 
of Lake Run apartments. Because the 
property is more than 20 acres and 
held by one owner, state law stipu- 
lates it cannot be annexed without a 
special agreement with the owner. 


Park officials said the owner was 


willing to grant two 25-foot corridors 
on the north and south property lines, 
but would not join the district because 
of taxation. The district's tax rate is 
40 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


Bjorvik said that not only must resi- 


dents of the complex vote to join the 
district, but current residents of the 
district must vote to accept them. 
Phillips said residents of Quincy Park 
and Gladstone Glen have expressed 
interest in annexing to the district. 


The two complexes in September re- 


jected a similar annexation effort by 
the River Trails Park District Resi- 
dents of the two complexes said they 
identified closely with Wheeling and 
would prefer joining that district.

Prospect Hts. 
residents seek 
zotne rule shift 


A group of Prospect Heights resi- 


dents is seeking to reverse a Cook 
County Circuit Court order that gives 
the county continued jurisdiction over 
building and zoning in Prospect 
Heights until city officials are elected 
May 22. 


The residents' action comes in re- 


sponse to a zoning variation granted 
earlier this month by the Cook County 
Zoning Board of Appeals, which al- 
lows the construction of three houses 
on W. Pine Street. 


About 20 residents who live on Pine 


and Elm streets contend the ruling 
deviates from zoning already estab- 
lished in the area. 


Richard Stanton, a Chicago attorney 


representing the residents, filed the 
petition Friday to have the order re- 
versed. 


THE COUNTY will no longer have 


jurisdiction over building, zoning and 
'liquor license matters in Prospect 
Heights if the order is rescinded. Such 
matters would be considered by the • 
city officials after they are elected 
May 22. 


The county, however, still would be 


required to provide police protection 
to the Prospect Heights area. 


Stanton said he does not believe the 


court will hear the case until after 
city officials are elected. 


The zoning board of appeals, acting 


under a court order, approved the 
zoning variation, which allows the 
construction of the houses on lots that 
are each slightly less than 18,000 


square feet along an unimproved 
street, Marion Avenue, which would 
cross Pine Avenue once it is con- 
structed. 


THE ZONING variation was re- 


quested by William P. Schuld and 
William P. Esser, owners of the total 
1.25-acre parcel. 


Most of the Pine Street area houses 


have been constructed on at least 
half-acre lots. 


The residents believe the zoning 


board of appeals should -have deferred 
a decision on the request to the newly 
elected city council, Stanton said. 


Stanton said he also will request an 


administrative review of the zoning 
board of appeals' decision "since it 
does not seem to comply with provi- 
sions in the county's ' zoning ordi- 
nance." he said. 


CIRCUIT COURT Judge Harry J. 


Commerford approved the order in 
question March 8 to clarify the coun- 
ty's continued jurisdiction in Prospect 
Heights until city officials are elected.

"The street's covered a little bit 


and somebody drove through there in 
a station wagon with about eight or 
nine people and it stalled," he said. 


Local public works crews were on 


the scene to help the passengers out 
of the stranded auto and were also 
pumping water out of the subdivision, 
Driscoll said.

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Village budget 
discussion by 
trustees tonight 


Buffalo Grove's $4.2 million budget, 


a 6 per cent decrease from last year, 
will be scrutinized by village trustees 
tonight. 


The village board meets at 8 p.m. at 


the village hall, SO Raupp Blvd. 


The budget request is lower than 


last year's figure of $4.5 million, pri- 
marily because $600,000 in revenue- 
sharing funds was budgeted for the 
village's new public service center 
last year. 


The budget includes hiring of seven 


new employes, purchase of public 
works equipment and funding of a 
$23,000 water study, all of which Vil- 
lage Mgr. Daniel Larson said are 
"high priority" items. 


HIRING REQUESTS include three 


police officers, an engineering tech- 
nician, a police records clerk, a part- 
time secretary and a custodian. Two 


of the three police officers and the 
records clerk will be funded by a 
$52,000 crime prevention grant re- 
ceived earlier this year. 


The village board last week ap- 


proved a 4 per cent cost-of-Iiving in- 
crease for all village employes. De- 
partment heads will receive increases 
ranging from 7 6 per cent to 111 per 
cent, and'the village manager's sala- 
ry will increase 11 per cent to $25,000. 


The total cost of the salary increas- 


es is approximately $1.1 million, and 
the pay hikes are effective May 1, the 
start of the fiscal year. 


A miscalculation in determining 


receipts of property taxes has re- 
sulted in lower-than-anticipated reve- 
nues, Richard Glueckert, finance di- 
rector, said. The revised estimate 
puts anticipated revenues at approxi- 
mately $9,000 over the anticipated ex- 
penses for the coming year.

Construction of the 111. Rte. 53 ex- 


tension from Buffalo Grove to Grays- 
lake may have been delayed a year or 
more because of slow response from 
federal review agencies.

"THAT IS NOT as fast as we had 


anticipated. There can be no construc- 
tion before the federal approval. After 
that it depends on availability of 
funds." Macander said.

of 3,500 serious beer can collectors who attended the 
International Society of Beer Can Collectors "can- 
vention" at the Arlington Park Hilton, Arlington 
Heights.

Parks postpone 
annexation vote 
until June 1 


The Wheeling Park District has de- 


layed until June 1 a referendum to 
annex apartment and quadrominium 
apartment complexes on Old Willow 
Road. 


David Phillips, park superintendent, 


said the. referendum was postponed 
from a previously scheduled May 25 
date because the park board has can- 
celed two meetings, for lack of a quo- 
rum. 
' 


"We've -made no preparations for 


• the referendum. We've been trying to 
get the date set and we haven't really 
gone out and talked with people about 
the election," he said. 


THE PARK BOARD in March unan- 


imously approved the plan seeking to 
annex the Gladstone Glen apartment 
. and the .Quincy Park apartment qua- 
drominium complexes. Both com- 
plexes are on Old Willow Road east of 
Wolf Road. 


The complexes are in the newly 


created City of Prospect Heights, but 
are not served by .a park district. 
About 1,500 residents are involved. 


Board Atty. Roger Bjorvik said the 


referendum is possible now because 
the district has acquired two corridors 
across from the Lake Run apartment 
complex which separate the two com- 
plexes to be annexed. Without the cor- 
ridors, Quincy Park, which has the 


largest tax base of the two, would be 
isolated from the district. 


The board was scheduled to formal- 


ly adopt the annexation ordinance at 
its April 1 meeting but the action was 
delayed. The board is expected to ag- 
prove the ordinance at its May 6 
meeting. 
• 


THE PARK BOARD in December 


postponed the annexation referendum 
pending negotiations with the owners 
of Lake Run apartments. Because the 
property is more than 20 acres and 
held by one owner, state law stipu- 
lates it cannot be annexed without a 
special agreement with the owner. 


Park officials- said the owner was 


willing to grant two 25-foot corridors 
on the north and south property lines, 
but would not join the district because 
of taxation. The district's tax rate is 
40 cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


Bjorvik said that not only must resi- 


dents of the complex vote to join the 
district, but.current residents of the 
district must vote to accept them. 
Phillips said residents of Quincy Park 
and Gladstone Glen have expressed 
interest in annexing to the district. 


The two complexes in September re- 


jected a similar annexation effort by 
the River Trails Park District. Resi- 
dents of the two complexes said they 
identified closely with Wheeling and 
would prefer joining that district.

Residents seek answer 
to Banser resignation 


The resignation last month of High 


School Dist. Supt. Harold Banser was 
questioned recently by several resi- 
dents attending the district's board of 
education meeting. 


Several persons asked board mem- 


bers why the superintendent's resig- 
nation was accepted by the board. 

W. Mike Swanson said he' 
believed Banser had done an out- 
standing job during his 11 years as 
superentendent, but he accepted the 
resignation because he wanted a 
stronger 
administrator. Following 


Swanson's election as board president 
Monday, he said uniting the school 
and the board was the most important 
task confronting his administration. 


"I want to consolidate, not me- 


diate," he said. "We have a good 
school, a good staff and good teach- 
ers,^ he said, and "I do not see any 
radical changes hi the future." He 
urged more audience participation at 
board meetings and promised open 
accountability sessions with the pub- 
lic. 


Swanson, 434 Port Clinton, Prairie 


View, has served on the board two 
years and was board secretary last 
year.

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Federal funds 
to provide base 
for fire station 


Elk Grove Village will have suf- 


ficient federal revenue-sharing funds 
to build the Meacham Raod fire sta- 
tion without using any corporate 
funds. 


The village board, in drawing up a 


preliminary list of items to be funded 
with 1976-77 revenue-sharing funds, 
has learned it has sufficient funds for 
all major projects, including $281,000 
for the (ire station. The remainder of 
the station's $400,000 cost will come 
from the fire station bond account. 


The village board has not decided 


whether to go ahead with the station's 
construction during 1976-77. That deci- 
sion may be made Thursday, 


THE ORIGINAL budget proposal 


called for using $96,774 of the village's 
corporate tax funds for the station, 
which will serve the section of the vil- 
lage west of Interstate 90. 


Other items tentatively chosen for 


federal revenue-sharing funding in- 
cluded a paramedic telemetry radio, 
a 20-channel telephone recorder for 
the fire department, a $95,000 fire 
pumper, remodeling of the Landmeier 
Road fire station and improvements 
at the new public works garage. 


The trustees also tentatively have 


decked to use the funds to buy a 
street paver, two public works trucks, 
a tractor-mower, a water department 
truck and concrete mixer and the 
pump house for Well No. 10. 


The total of the possible purchases 


and projects was $726,200. There will 
be $827.549 available in the federal 
revenue-sharing fund. 


Budget awaits 
further trims 


The proposed 1976-77 Elk Grove Vil- 


lage corporate budget now totals 
$5,210,749, after two weeks of cuts and 
transfers of items into other accounts 
by the village board. 


There is still $973,749 more in ex- 


penses than anticipated 
revenues, 


which the village board must cut, 
transfer or find additional revenue 
for. Monies for any village employe 
salary increases also will have, to be 
found, if approved, because no in- 
creases have been included in the pro- 
posed budget. 


The first village budget proposal to- 


taled $6,025,000, but the village board 
has reduced that by making'cuts and 
transferring some expenses to the fed- 
eral revenue-sharing, motor fuel tax 
and water accounts, which all gener- 
ate their own revenue. 


The board has one more budget-cut- 


ting session, scheduled for 8 p.rtv 
Thursday in the municipal building, 
901 Wellington Ave.

Male kindergarten teacher 


He's a big influence in their lives 


by PAM BIGFORD 


It's lots of singing, skipping and 


playing with clay. It's bandaging fin- 
gers, tying scarves and calming 
spats. 


It's not for those who like organiza- 


tion, quiet and routine. 


This, for those who can't remember 


the fifth year of their lives, is kinder- 
garten. And in the middle of it all at 
Stevenson School, 1414 Armstrong Ln., 
Elk Grove Village, is Jeff Clapsaddle. 


CLAPSADDLE IS Dist. 54's single 


exception to the rule that all kinder- 
garten teachers are female. A big guy 
— the kind who looks like he once 
made short work of his rival college 
football team — Clapsaddle decided to 
teach kindergarten this year "to 
prove to myself that I could teach 
anything." 


Clapsaddle's change to kindergarten 


was a big one. He had been teaching 
sixth grade but said he left because 
"there wasn't enough contact with the 
kids." In kindergarten, he said, "you 
can't get away from them." 


As a male kindergarten teacher 


Clapsaddle is a member of a rare spe- 
cies, but he doesn't think it makes 
any difference to his students whether 
their teacher is male or female. 


"I've heard about studies that said 


having a male teacher helps the IQ of 
boys," he said. "But I think it's more 
important that the teacher, whether 
male or female, provides an environ- 
ment where the kids feel secure and 


can learn. 


"A kindergarten teacher has to be 


the kind of person from whom the 
kids know they can get affection, but 
they also have to know where the line 
is." 


CLAPSADDLE SAID he runs into 


the same problems that other kinder- 
garten teachers do, but he has his 
personal style of working things out. 


"C'mon now, everybody skip," 


Clapsaddle urged, putting a lively 
record on the record player. 


Most of the children began prancing 


around the edges of the room, but 
some five-year-olds apparently still 
hadn't mastered the art of skipping. 


"If you can't skip, then just gallop," 


Clapsaddle encouraged. Everybody 
but one little girl joined the antics of 
the groups. 


"You can gallop for me, Molly," he 


said, taking her by the hand and join- 
ing his skipping charge. 


"THERE'S NO mothering here," he 


said. "It's not just a male-type thing. 
It was difficult to get used to allowing 
the kids' to do things by themselves 
rather than having me do it because it 
was more convenient or faster. 


"They tie their shoes because kin- 


dergarteners are supposed to be able 
to do that. When they cry I tell them 
to stop crying and tell me what's 
wrong," Clapsaddle said, as he later 
demonstrated when he carefully band- 
aged a tiny five-year-old's finger that 
got smashed during gym.

Clapsaddle said teaching kindergar- 


ten is "a lot more exhausting" than 
teaching sixth grade. 


"In sixth grade you sit behind a 


desk. Here I have some days when I 
never get to sit down at all," he said. 


OTHER OCCUPATIONAL hazards 


include kindergarteners' short atten- 
tion spans 'and their difficulty in fol- 
lowing directions. 


"If you get the kids to sit down for 


15 minutes, you're doing OK," said 
Clapsaddle, who plans long lists of ac- 
tivities to capture the attention of his 
students. 


"I think I challenge them by keep- 


ing about a half-step above them," he 
said. "But what really frustrates me 
most is their inability to follow direc- 
tions." 


Clapsaddle said he has to repeat in- 


structions three times before every- 
body pays attention, and it's also diffi- 
cult to switch from one activity to an- 
other because kindergarteners do not 
all finish doing the same thing at the 
same time. 


"IN SIXTH GRADE you can change 


subjects without putting on a circus 
act in between," he said. "In kinder- 
garten some kids are done with one 
thing while others aren't. So you have 
to provide entertainment in between 
everything. If you wait for them, 
they'll take off on their own." 


Clapsaddle believes kindergarteners 


have been directed too much in the 
past, that adults "have been giving 
them the answers when they haven't 
asked the questions. 


"I direct their play only so they 


won't do the same things every day," 
he said. "The key is the teachable 
moment. We call ourselves facil- 
itators. We move around and look for 
the teachable moments rather than 
sitting in one spot and telling them 
this and this and this." 


The district's kindergarten philoso- 


phy is to get the kindergarteners

ready for school, and Clapsaddle 
agrees with it, although there are kin- 
dergarteners who are quite advanced. 


"THERE ARE children here who 


have to develop the eye-mind coordi- 
nation to effectively read, and things 
like playing with blocks helps this. 
You also have to help a child learn to 
sit and listen so he'll be able to do 
that in first grade," he said. 


Clapsaddle said what he enjoys 


most about his new post is the "un- 
pretentiousness" of the children. 


"Kindergarteners really come out 


and say what they feel. They're not 
inhibited. And very rarely do I get 
one laughing at another one because 
they haven't learned to do that yet." 


Clapsaddle said, barring any offers 


to move to an administrative position, 
he'll be teaching kindergarten again 
next year, and he foresees more men 
moving into primary education. 


"If the men are good teachers, then 


fine, I'll be glad to see them come in. 
But I wouldn't want to have more 
male teachers in grade school just be- 
cause they're men," Clapsaddle said. 


"I would rather have it said about 


me that I was another good kinder- 
garten teacher rather than a male 
kindergarten teacher. I just want to 
be known as a good teacher."

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Water rate hike 
before panel; 
meeting tonight 


The Hoffman Estates finance com- 


mittee tonight is expected to select a 
water rate hike proposal to recom- 
mend to the village board. 


The committee will meet at 7:30 


p.m. at the municipal center, 1200 N. 
Gannon Dr. 


The committee has proposed one of 


tour plans for increase bimonthly bil- 
ling to residents in order to pay for 
higher sewer and water operating re- 
quirements. 


The rate hike, which could be put 


into effect by June 1 if approved by 
the full village board, would be the 
first in nine years. 


THE PROPOSED plans would in- 


crease rates IS per cent, 19 per cent, 
22 per cent or 26 per cent depending 
upon which proposal is recommended. 


Nonresidentlal rates also would in- 


crease in proportion to the residential 
increases. 


Residents currently are charged $12 


for the first 8,000 gallons of water 
used, 65 cents per 1,000 gallons for the 
next 8,000 gallons and 50 cents per 
1,000 gallons for the next 4,000 gallons. 


Increases proposed under the four 


plans are: 


• To charge a $15 minimum fee on 


the first 10,000 gallons used and 80 
cents per 1,000 gallons on amounts ex- 
ceeding 10,000 gallons; 


• To charge a $15 minimum fee for 


the first 10,000 gallons used and 90 
cents per 1,000 gallons on amounts ex- 
ceeding 10,000 gallons; 


• to charge $18 for the first 12,000 


gallons used and 90 cents per addi- 
tional 1,000 gallons; 


• To charge a $15 minimum fee for 


10,000 gallons and $1 per 1,000 gallons 
on amounts exceeding 10,000 gallons. 


Public hearings on the proposed 


rate hike have been held by the vil- 
lage since the finance committee first 
discussed the matter in March. No- 
tices were sent to residents advising 
of the hearings, Assistant Village 
Mgr. John Dixon said. However, only 
a total of 13 persons attended the two 
sessions. 


The finance committee's recommen- 


dation will go to the village board for 
final action. 


The committee tonight also is ex- 


pected to consider a request from the 
Hoffman Estates Jaycees for funding 
for the Miss Hoffman Estates pag- 
eant. The pageant has been postponed 
three months while Jaycees attempt 
to raise funds to pay for the $1,500 in 
scholarship prizes awarded in the an- 
nual contest. 


Jaycees have said they need at 


least $3,000 to hold the annual affair 
and have said they will seek financial 
support from local merchants.

Winter flexed its muscles one more 


time Sunday, dumping up to two 
inches of snow on the Northwest sub- 
urbs, causing scattered power out- 
ages, flooding and hundreds of fallen 
tree limbs. 


The North and Northwest suburbs 


were hardest hit by power failures 
caused by falling branches and high 
winds, said Bob Lundin, a spokesman 
for Commonwealth Edison Co. 


"We had scattered outages all over 


the North and Northwest suburbs," he 
said. 


SEVERAL THOUSAND Wheeling 


residents were without power for 
about an hour and 20 minutes when 
lines were knocked out in the north 
and west sections of the village. The 
power was restored about noon, Lun- 
din said.

Rain and snow Sunday failed to dampen the spirits 


of 3,500 serious beer can collectors who attended the 
International Society of Beer Can Collectors "con- 
vention" at the Arlington Park Hilton, Arlington 
Heights. 


Many of the collectors who came to swap and sell 


were In their teens, "but in the last couple of years, 
adult participation has doubled," Ron Ranke of Des 
Plalnes, a spokesman for the society said. 


Even the president of the society, Bill Wishart of 


Des Plaines Is 13 years old. 


And in many instances, it's the children who have 


brought their parents into the collectors' fold. 


Such was the case for Frank Fuller, 45, of Man- 


teno, 111., who brought most of his 6,000 can collec- 
tion in a van to the event. 


"I got into it through my 7-year-old son," he said, 


adding he's only been collecting for about a year. 


Collectors say it's hard to estimate the value of a 


collection, but the rare, now obsolete "conetops" 
were bringing top dollars, Ranke said. He said one 
dealer parted with another rare can, a "007" brand, 
for $1.200 from a collector who needed it to complete 
his collection. 


Ranke explained the "007" brand of beer is no 


longer brewed but had its heyday in the era of 
James Bond films. 


For Bill Kohler of Hanover Park, beer can collec- 


ting is not a new pastime, but he's delighted with 
the surge in its popularity, 


"I started 25 years ago," he said, "and I thought 


I was the only square who collected beer cans,"

State to review 
agents' role in 
land trade deals 


The recommendation to revoke the 


licenses of three Palatine real estate 
agents will be reviewed at 3 p.m. 
Wednesday in a hearing closed to the 
public. 


The three, John and Loretta Olson 


and Clifford Kortas, appealed a recent 
Illinois Real Estate Examining Com- 
mittee recommendation to revoke 
their licenses. The committee will re- 
consider the realty agents' case. 


The three agents said the com- 


mittee failed to give proper consid- 
eration to evidence given in their be- 
half and allowed hearsay presented 
by the Illinois Dept. of Registration 
and Education. 


THE THREE AGENTS worked for 


the Olsons' company, Vacation Sites 
Inc., Hoffman Estates. They were 
charged with deception in connection 
with land-trade deals in which nearly 
100 Chicago-area customers traded 
their Illinois property for a down pay- 
ment on property in Wisconsin. 


No new testimony will be introduced 


in the hearing. Officials of the state 
department of registration and other 
witnesses have said the customers 
who graded their Illinois land re- 
mained liable for mortgage payments 
on both properties. 


The recommendation to revoke 


came after the committee found the 
three, agents had violated seven 
counts of the Real Estate Brokers and 
Salesman Licensing Act. 


Ronald E. Stackler, department di- 


rector, will preside at the hearing and 
will issue an order to either return the 
case to the committee or proceed with 
the license revocation. That decision 
should be announced sometime next 
week, said Paul Shandling, attorney 
for the department of registration. 


Should the agents disagree with 


Stackler's decision, they have 35 days 
to file for a rehearing in the Cook 
County Circuit Court under the admin- 
istrative review law. 


Year-long delay feared 
for 111. Rte. 53 project 


Construction of the HI. Rte. 53 ex- 


tension from Buffalo Grove to Grays- 
lake may have been delayed a year or 
more because of slow response from 
federal review agencies. 


Some construction was scheduled 


for this fiscal year, said Kenneth Ma- 
cander, route studies engineer for the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation, but it 
will not take place because of the re- 
view delays. 


The department had filed a prelimi- 


nary environmental impact statement 
on the project, but a number of feder- 
al agencies did not respond in time, 
he said. They-have now responded 
and the department is preparing the 
final environmental impact statement, 
which is to be submitted to the federal 
highway commission for approval in 
about a month, Macander said. 


"THAT IS NOT as fast as we had 


anticipated. There can be no construc- 
tion before the federal approval. After 
that it depends on availability of 
funds," Macander said. 


Hearings will be held in the next 


few months on the state department 
of transportation's fiscal 1977 budget. 
"If money is available, then we will 
certainly try to build it," Macander 
said. 


Money allocated to the project for 


this fiscal year has been lost because 
of the delay, Macander said. It has 
been used for other highway projects, 
he added. If money is not found in the 
1977 budget, it could be well more 
than a year before the project starts, 
he said. 


The final impact statement will ad- 


dress criticism that the project has 
d r a w n f r o m communities and 
agencies concerning drainage, Macan- 
der said. 


"Long Grove has been one of the 


most vocal in opposition. They feel it 
will be going through valuable mar- 
shes and scenic areas of their town. 
We have investigated these problems 
and hope that the statement will allay 
the fears," Macander said. 


IF THE STATEMENT is not ap- 


proved by the federal highway com- 
mission, the state could not fund the 
project and it probably would hot be 
built, Macander said. 


Inflation will make the project more 


expensive because of the delay, but 
since the money has been used for 
other projects, the over-all cost to the 
state will not be greater, Macander 
said. 


The Illinois Committee of Free- 


ways, a lobby group against the free- 
way system in Illinois, is actively op- 
posing the route and will testify 
against it at budget hearings for the 
department of transportation, said 
spokesman Ronald Sundell. 


Local opposition to 111. Rte. 53 has 


not been organized so far, Sundell 
said. 


ILL. RTE. 53, 14 miles long, would 


carry 95,000 vehicles by 1995, accord- 
ing to the commission. If the route is 
not built, local services roads would 
be overburdened and accidents would 
increase, the study reported. 


The proposed route for the 111. Rte. 


53 extension would pass through west- 
ern Long Grove, east of Hawthorn 
Woods, west of Mundelein and meet 
with another federal highway project 
extending 111. Rte. 120 west through 
Lake County and into McHenry Coun- 
ty. 


The estimated cost of the 111. Rte. 53 


project before the delay was $84.2 mil- 
lion, with $58.9 million paid by the 
federal government..

It's lots of singing, skipping and 


playing with clay. It's bandaging fin- 
gers, tying scarves and calming 
spats. 


It's not for those who like organiza- 


tion, quiet and routine. 


This, for those who can't remember 


the fifth year of their lives, is kinder- 
garten. And in the middle of it all at 
Stevenson School, 1414 Armstrong Ln., 
Elk Grove Village, is Jeff Clapsaddle. 


CLAPSADDLE IS Dist. 34's single 


exception to the rule that all kinder- 
garten teachers are female. A big guy 
— the kind who looks like he once 
made short work of his rival college 
football team — Clapsaddle decided to 
teach kindergarten this year "to 
prove to myself that I could teach 
anything." 


Clapsaddle's change to kindergarten 


was a big one. He had been teaching 
sixth grade but said he left because 
"there wasn't enough contact with the 
kids." In kindergarten, he said, "you 
can't get away from them." 


As a male kindergarten teacher 


Clapsaddle is a member of a rare spe- 
cies, but he doesn't think it makes 
any difference to his students whether 
their teacher is male or female. 


"I've heard about studies that said 


having a male teacher helps the IQ of 
boys," he said. "But I think it's more 
important that the teacher, whether 
male or female, provides an environ- 
ment where the kids feel secure and 
can learn. 


"A kindergarten teacher has to be 


the kind of person from whom the 
kids know they can get affection, but 
they also have to know where the line 
is." 


CLAPSADDLE SAID he runs into 


the same problems that other kinder- 
garten teachers do, but he has his 
personal style of working things out. 


"C'mon now, everybody skip," 


Clapsaddle urged, putting a lively 
record on the record player. 


Most of the children began prancing 


around the edges of the room, but 
some five-year-olds apparently still 
hadn't mastered the art of skipping. 


"If you can't skip, then just gallop," 


Clapsaddle encouraged. Everybody 
but one little girl joined the antics of 
the groups. 


"You can gallop for me, Molly," he 


said, taking her by the hand and join- 
ing his skipping charge. 


"THERE'S NO mothering here," he 


said. "It's not just a male-type thing. 
It was difficult to get used to allowing 
the kids to do things by themselves 
rather than having me do it because it 
was more convenient or faster. 


''They tie their shoes because kin- 


dergarteners are supposed to be able 
to do that. When they cry I tell them 
to stop crying and tell me what's 
wrong," Clapsaddle said, as he later 
demonstrated when he carefully band- 
aged a tiny five-year-old's finger that

Clapsaddle said teaching kindergar- 


ten is "a lot more exhausting" than 
teaching sixth grade. 


"In sixth grade you sit behind a 


desk. Here I have some days when I 
never get to sit down at all," he said. 


OTHER OCCUPATIONAL hazards 


include kindergarteners' short atten- 
tion spans and their difficulty in fol- 
lowing directions. 


"If you get the kids to sit down for 


15 minutes, you're doing OK," said 
Clapsaddle, who plans long lists of ac- 
tivities to capture the attention of his 
students. 


"I think I challenge them by keep- 


ing about a half-step above them," he 
said. "But what really frustrates me 
most is their inability to follow direc- 
tions." 


Clapsaddle said he has to repeat in- 


structions three times before every- 
body pays attention, and it's also diffi- 
cult to switch from one activity to an- 
other because kindergarteners do not 
all finish doing the same thing at the 
same time. 


"IN SIXTH GRADE you can change 


subjects without putting on a circus 


act in between," he said. "In kinder- 
garten some kids are done with one 
thing while others aren't. So you have 
to provide entertainment in between 
everything. If you wait for them, 
they'll take off on their own." 


Clapsaddle believes kindergarteners 


have been directed too much in the 
past, that adults "have been giving 
them the answers when they haven't 
asked the questions 


"I direct their play only so they 


won't do the same things every day," 
he said. "The key is the teachable 
moment. We call ourselves facil- 
itators. We move around and look for 
the teachable moments rather than 
sitting in one spot and telling them 
this and this and this." 


The district's kindergarten philoso- 


phy is to get the kindergarteners 
ready for school, and Clapsaddle 
agrees with it, although there are kin- 
dergarteners who are quite advanced. 


"THERE ARE children here who 


have to develop the eye-mind coordi- 
nation to effectively read, and things 
like playing with blocks helps this. 
You also have to help a child learn to 
sit and listen so he'll be able to do 
that in first grade," he said. 


Clapsaddle said what he enjoys 


most about his new post is the "un- 
pretentiousness" of the children. 


"Kindergarteners really come out 


and say what they feel. They're not 
inhibited. And very rarely do I get 
one laughing at another one because 
they haven't learned to do that yet." 


Clapsaddle said, barring any offers 


to move to an administrative position, 
he'll be teaching kindergarten again 
next year, and he foresees more men 
moving into primary education. 


"If the men are good teachers, then 


fine, I'll be glad to see them come in. 
But I wouldn't want to have more 
male teachers in grade school just be- 
cause they're men," Clapsaddle said. 


"I would rather have it said about 


me that I was another good kinder- 
garten teacher rather than a male 
kindergarten teacher. I just want to 
be known as a good teacher." 


Maintenance 
code urged 
by panel 


A housing maintenance code for Elk 


Grove Village should incorporate re- 
quirements of both a national health 
code and a national building code, ac- 
cording to the village housing commis- 
sion. 


The housing commission and the vil- 


lage health department have said a 
housing maintenance code should be 
adopted by the village. The code 
would outline maintenance guidelines 
for single-and multi-family residential 
units in the village. 


H o u s i n g commission chairman 


Catherine Duoba said a committee of 
the commission has recommended 
that the American Public Health 
Assn. and the Building Officers Confer- 
ence of America codes be combined to 
formulate the village housing mainte- 
nance code. 


She said the two would provide 


detailed requirements and enforce- 
ment provisions to support the code. 


Officials have said the maintenance 


code would be valuable because parts 
of the village are now 20 years old. 
The maintenance code would supple- 
ment existing building and health 
code reqirements which deal primar- 
ily with new construction. 


Mrs. Duoba said the housing com- 


mission will wait to issue its recom- 
mendation until a special task force, 
comprised of the commission and the 
health and building departments, 
completes a study of the proposal.

State to review 
agents9 role in 
land-trade deals 


The recommendation to revoke the 


licenses of three Palatine real estate 
agents will be reviewed at 3 p.m. 
Wednesday in a hearing closed to the 
public. 


The three, John and Loretta Olson 


and Clifford Kortas, appealed a recent 
Illinois Real Estate Examining Com- 
mittee recommendation to revoke 
their licenses. The committee will re- 
consider the realty agents' case. 


The three agents said the com- 


mittee failed to give proper consid- 
eration to evidence given in their be- 
half and allowed hearsay presented 
by the Illinois Dept. of Registration 
and Education. 


THE THREE AGENTS worked for 


the Olsons' company, Vacation Sites 
Inc., Hoffman Estates. They were 
charged with deception in connection 
with land-trade deals in which nearly 
100 Chicago-area customers traded 
their Illinois property for a down pay- 
ment on property in Wisconsin. 


No new testimony will be introduced 


in the hearing. Officials of the state 
department of registration and other 
witnesses have said the customers 
who graded their Illinois land re- 
mained liable for mortgage payments 
on both properties. 


The recommendation to revoke 


came after the committee found the 
three agents had violated seven 
counts of the Real Estate Brokers and 
Salesman Licensing Act. 


Ronald E. Stockier, department di- 


rector, will preside at the hearing and 
will issue an order to either return the 
case to the committee or proceed with 
the license revocation. That decision 
should be announced sometime next 
week, said Paul Shandllng, attorney 
for the department of registration. 


Should the agents disagree with 


Stacklcr's decision, they have 35 days 
to file for a rehearing in the Cook 
County Circuit Court under the admin- 
istrative review law.

"We're reaching and helping a

able at the center, 3301 Algonquin Rd. 


Fees are based on a sliding scale

Rolling Meadows residents in 
most cases pay the full service fee, but 
the city does pay a portion or ail of 
some residents' fees, when the need 
arises. 


CASE SAID HE believes the city 


service is unique in the area. 


"Other communities probably refer 


young people who have problems to 
the big bureaucratic agencies where 
they become a 15-year-long case his- 
tory. "Our city helps its people right 
here, and we believe the sooner they 
can help themselves, the better job 
we have done," he said. 


Case also credits the city youth re- 


ferral agency with fostering a better 
attitude in youth toward police. 


"INSTEAD OF running from the po- 


lice when they have a problem, young 
people in this city come to us for 
help," Case said. "Using that mea- 
sure, I'd say our service is working." 


The center offers 24-hour emergen-

Ambulance 
tax gets OK 
from voters 


Residents in the Palatine Rural 


Fire Protection District will continue 
to receive paramedic ambulance ser- 
vice as the result of voters Saturday 
approving a referendum to levy a sep- 
arate tax for the service. 


The vote was 396 to 26, or nearly 94 


per cent of those voting approving the 
separate levy. Three ballots were 
spoiled by improper marking. 


Heavy rains and chilly tempera- 


tures combined to discourage many 
residents from voting, district offi- 
cials said. 


Even with a low voter response, 


Palatine Fire Dept. Chief Orville 
Helms said he was "very pleased." 


"Those (voters) who want some- 


thing will come out no matter what," 
he said. "And most others, who want 
something will leave it to others to 
push it through." 


HELMS SAID he was "glad" the 


district now had legal grounds to op- 
erate both fire protection and emer- 
gency paramedic ambulance service. 


Paramedic service now is financed 


with fire protection taxes paid by dis- 
trict residents. The district includes 
Inverness and unincirporated Palatine 
Township and residents now pay 26 
cents per $100 assessed valuation. 


The fire protection district now can 


tax as much as 30 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation for fire protection 
and 25 cents for emergency ambu- 
lance service, for a combined rate of 
55 cents. 


DISTRICT PRES. Fred Roesner, 


however, said the fire protection levy 
could be kept around 20 cents and the 
ambulance service levy at 15 cents for 
a combined rate of 35 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, an increase of 9 
cents. 


The Palatine rural district followed 


a pattern set by several other dis- 
tricts in the metropolitan area, which 
have voted to levy separate taxes. 
Robert Park, near Hickory Hills, and 
Pingree Grove, south of Elgin, ap- 
proved the separation. 


A 1965 Illinois law allows rural fire 


districts to levy separate taxes. The 
Illinois Fire Protection District Assn , 
which met in Springfield earlier this 
month, encouraged its member dis- 
tricts to ask for such a voter referen- 
dum. 


THE RURAL district buys and 


maintains its own equipment, in- 
cluding a regular ambulance that rou- 
tinely accompanies engines answering 
alarms. The district contracts with 
the village fire department for man- 
power. That contract expires April 30. 


"It's 
fantastic," Mark Beaubien, 


rural fire protection district attorney, 
said of the referendum's results. 


Fire district trustees met Sunday to 


sign the official ballot results, which 
will be forwarded to the Cook County 
Clerk's office later this week. 


The trustees next will meet May 3, 


when they accept the resignation of 
Trustee Henry Homeier, secretary, 
who is retiring. 


Fire training 
focus of 3-day 
safety seminar 


Some organizations boast of their 


adult education programs 
Others 


speak highly of their driver education 
programs. Well, the Mount Prospect 
Fire Dept. prides itself on its fire edu- 
cation program. 


It's not a course in learning how to 


start fires. On the contrary, fire edu- 
cation is intended to train people to 
prevent and escape blazes. 


The fire department, because of its 


expanding program in fire education, 
has been asked to cosponsor a three- 
day public safety education seminar, 
said Fire Inspector Lonme Jackson. 


Sponsored by the National Fire Pre- 


vention Control Administration and 
the Illinois Fire Inspectors Assn.. the 
seminar will be held May 3-5 at the 
Mount Prospect Holiday Inn, 200 E. 
Rand Rd. 


"WE'RE THE WORST country in 


the' world per capita in annual fire 
deaths and injuries," Jackson said. 
According to statistics prepared by 
the NFPCA, one of every 50,000 
people hi the United States dies each 
year from fire. Canada rates second 
highest in life fatalities with one per 
every 100,000 people Japan and Italy 
share the bottom of the list with one 
per million and one per three million 
fire deaths each year respectively. 


Jackson said the important aspect 


of fire education is to get the facts out 
to the people. "That's where all fire 
starts," he said. "We teach them 
what they're doing wrong and how 
they can stop it. And if they can't stop 
it... How to escape it." 


He said one unique feature of Mount 


Prospect's program is that "we go 
into the schools with audio-visual aids 
and fire department instructors and 
teach fire knowledge. Fire safety and 
prevention is like math. It is some- 
thing that has to be learned " 


JACKSON SAID instructors in the 


program teach children how smoke 
and heat rises and how to avoid it. 
"We show them how to roll on the 
floor to keep their clothes from catch- 
ing fire and also how to feel through 
smoke for the doors and escape 
through the windows " 


High rise instruction is offered to 


residents 
of multifamily dwellings 


who must depend on the fire escapes 
rather than jumping out windows, 
Jackson said 


Every man on the force is involved 


in fire education, Jackson said.. "We 
like to intermingle with the citizens 
and teach them about smoke detec- 
tors, first aid and' fire and water safe- 
ty ... 
we try to destroy the well- 


known myths concerning fire pre- 
vention." 


More than 200 participants from Illi- 


nois, Indiana, Iowa, Michigan, Min- 
nesota and Wisconsin are expected to 
participate in the seminar, which will 
be highlighted by speakers who have 


established fire education programs 
nationwide, including New York, Ok- 
lahoma, Louisiana, California and 
North Carolina 


A $20 registration fee is required 


and covers entrance to the seminar 
and noon lunches all three days Any- 
one may register in advance at the 
conference registrar which has been 
set up in the Public Safety Building, 
112 E. Northwest Highway.

Clapsaddle said teaching kindergar- 


ten is "a lot more exhausting" than 
teaching sixth grade. 


"In sixth grade you sit behind a 


desk. Here I have some days when I 
never get to sit down at all," he said. 


OTHER OCCUPATIONAL hazards 


include kindergarteners' short atten- 
tion spans and their difficulty in fol- 
lowing directions. 


"If you get the kids to sit down for 


15 minutes, you're doing OK," said 
Clapsaddle, who plans long lists of ac- 
tivities to capture the attention of his 
students. 


"I think I challenge them by keep- 


ing about a half-step above them," he 
said. "But what really frustrates me 
most is their inability to follow direc- 
tions." 


Clapsaddle said he has to repeat in- 


structions three times before every- 
body pays attention, and it's also diffi- 
cult to switch from one activity to an- 
other because kindergarteners do not 
all finish doing the same thing at the 
same time. 


"IN SIXTH GRADE you can change 


subjects without putting on a circus 
act in between," he said. "In kinder- 
garten some kids are done with one 
thing while others aren't. So you have 
to provide entertainment in between 


them, 
everything. If you wait for 
they'll take off on their own " 


Clapsaddle believes kindergarteners 


have been directed too much in the 
past, that adults "have been giving 
them the answers when they haven't 
asked the questions. 


"I direct their play only so they 


won't do the same things every day," 
he said. "The key is the teachable 
moment. We call ourselves facil- 
itators We move around and look for 
the teachable moments rather than 
sitting in one spot and telling them 
this and this and this " 


The district's kindergarten philoso- 


phy is to get the kindergarteners 
ready for school, and Clapsaddle 
agrees with it, although there are kin- 
dergarteners who are quite advanced. 


"THERE ARE children here who 


have to develop the eye-mind coordi- 
nation to effectively read, and things 
like playing with blocks helps this. 
You also have to help a child learn to 
sit and listen so he'll be able to do 
that in first grade," he said. 


Clapsaddle said what he enjoys 


most about his new post is the "un- 
pretentiousness" of the children. 


"Kindergarteners really come out 


and say what they feel. They're not 
inhibited. And very rarely do I get 
one laughing at another one because 
they haven't learned to do that yet." 


Clapsaddle said, barring any offers 


to move to an administrative position, 
he'll be teaching kindergarten again 
next year, and he foresees more men 
moving into primary education. 


"If the men are good teachers, then 


fine, I'll be glad to see them come in. 
But I wouldn't want to have more 
male teachers in grade school just be- 
cause they're men," Clapsaddle said. 


"I would rather have it said about 


me that I was another good kinder- 
garten teacher rather than a male 
kindergarten teacher. I just want to 
be known as a good teacher "

55 cents. 


DISTRICT PRES. Fred Roesner, 


however, said the fire protection levy 
could be kept around 20 cents and the 
ambulance service levy at 15 cents for 
a combined rate of 35 cents per $100 
assessed valuation, an increase of 9 
cents. 


The Palatine rural district followed 


a pattern set by several other dis- 
tricts in the metropolitan area, which 
have voted to levy separate taxes. 
Robert Park, near Hickory Hills, and 
Pingree Grove, south of Elgin, ap- 
proved the separation. 


A 1965 Illinois law allows rural fire 


districts to levy separate taxes. The 
Illinois Fire Protection District Assn., 
which met in Springfield earlier this 
month, encouraged its member dis- 
tricts to ask for such a voter referen- 
dum. 


THE RURAL district buys and 


maintains its own equipment, in- 
cluding a regular ambulance that rou- 
tinely accompanies engines answering 
alarms. The district contracts with 
the village fire department for man- 
power. That contract expires April 30. 


"It's fantastic," Mark Beaubien, 


rural fire protection district attorney, 
said of the referendum's results. 


Fire district trustees met Sunday to 


sign the official ballot results, which 
will be forwarded to the Cook County 
Clerk's office later this week.

Big budget cut 
would be costly, 
trustees warn 


Major cutbacks in services and em- 


ploye layoffs would be required if the 
proposed 1976-77 village budget is 
trimmed by $1 million, according to a 
majority of Palatine trustees. 


"There is little or no fat in that 


budget. We spent many hours going 
over it line by line," Trustee Philip E. 
Stern said, in response to a call for a 
$1 million budget cut by Trustees 
Fred H. Zajonc and Bryan P. Cough- 
lin. 


Stern's opposition to the $1 million 


budget reduction was echoed by five 
other village board members 


"If we did (make a $1 million cut), 


the village residents would suffer dire 
consequences in a reduction of ser- 
vices," said Trustee Richard W. 
Fonte, chairman of the adminis- 
tration, finance and legislation com- 
mittee. He estimated 60 employes, 
nearly half the village staff, would 
have to be laid off. 


"It's up to the people to decide if 


they want a major reduction in ser- 
vices, but I think people want to see 
the present service level retained," 
Fonte said. 


TRUSTEE Robert J. Guss called it 


"an irresponsible move" that can't be 
made without' "severely hampering 
services." He said if Coughlin and Za- 
jonc believe $1 million should be cut 
from the budget they should make 
specific recommendations. 


Trustee James L. Shaw and the oth- 


er trustees were critical of Zajonc and 
Coughlin's opposition to the budget be- 
cause the two had not taken an active 
role in reviewing the budget during 
the board's three lengthy budget ses- 
sions. 


"They came late and left early," 


Guss said. 


Village Pres. Wendell E. Jones has 


accused Coughlin and Zajonc of tak- 
ing a "meat ax approach" to the 
budget. 


A public hearing on the record $7.89 


million budget, which represents a 9 
per cent increase, will be held at 8-30 
p.m. today at the Palatine Public Li- 
brary, 500 N. Benton St. Coughlin and 
Zajonc each have said they will vote 
against the budget, while the other 


trustees have voiced support for the 
budget. 


"I AM SATISFIED with it (the 


budget). There may be a few bucks 
we missed, but it is performing the 
level of service we want it to perform 
and it's being done without a tax in- 
crease." 


Fonte said the village's tax rate, ex- 


cluding referendum-approved increas- 
es for fire services and the hbrary, 
have decreased 13.7 cents per $100 as- 
sessed valuation since 1973, when the 
current board took office. The adjust- 
ed tax rate has dropped from 439 
cents per $100 assessed valuation to 
30.2 cents, a decrease of more than 31 
per cent, he said. 


Fonte said residents could expect to 


see their real estate tax bill continue 
to decrease because of the board's 
policy of relying less on real estate 
taxes and more on sales tax1 and other 
revenue.

Year-long delay feared 
for 111.

Construction of the 111. Rte. 53 ex- 


tension from Buffalo Grove to Grays- 
lake may have been delayed a year or 
more because of slow response from 
federal review agencies. 


Some construction was scheduled 


for this fiscal year, said Kenneth Ma- 
cander, route studies engineer for the 
Illinois Dept. of Transportation, but it 
will not take place because of the re- 
view delays. 


The department had filed a prelimi- 


nary environmental impact statement 
on the project, but a number of feder- 
al agencies did not respond in time, 
. he said. They have now responded 
and the department is preparing the 
final environmental impact statement, 
which is to be submitted to the federal 
highway commission for approval in 
about a month, Macander said. 


"THAT IS NOT as fast as we had 


anticipated. There can be no construc- 
tion before the federal approval. After 
that it depends on availability of 
funds," Macander said. 


Hearings will be held in the next 


few months on the state department 
of transportation's fiscal 1977 budget. 
"If money is available, then we will 
certainly try to build it," Macander 
said. 


Money allocated to the project for 


this fiscal year has been lost because 
of the delay, Macander said. It has 
been used for other highway projects, 
he added. If money is not found in the 
1977 budget, it could be well more 
than a year before the project starts, 
he said. 


The final impact statement will ad- 


dress criticism that the project has 
d r a w n f r o m communities and 
agencies concerning drainage, Macan- 
der said. 


"Long Grove has been one of the 


most vocal in opposition. They feel it 
will be going through valuable mar- 
shes and scenic areas of their town. 
We have investigated these problems 
and hope that the statement will allay 
the fears," Macander said. 


IF THE STATEMENT is not ap- 


proved by the federal highway com- 
mission, the state could not fund the 
project and it probably would not be 
built, Macander said. 


Inflation will make the project more 


expensive because of the delay, but 
since the money has been used for 
other projects, the over-all cost to the 
state will not be greater, Macander 
said. 


The Illinois Committee of Free- 


ways, a lobby group against the free- 
way system in Illinois, is actively op- 
posing the route and will testify 
against it at budget hearings for the 
department of transportation, said 
spokesman Ronald Sundell. 


Local opposition to 111. Rte. 53 has 


not been organized so far, Sundell 
said. 


ILL. RTE. 53, 14 miles long, would 


carry 95,000 vehicles by 1995, accord- 
ing to the commission. If the route is 
not built, local services roads would 
be overburdened and accidents would 
increase, the study reported. 


The proposed route for the 111. Rte. 


53 extension would pass through west- 
ern Long Grove, east of Hawthorn 
Woods, west of Mundelein and meet 
with another federal highway project 
extending 111. Rte. 120 west through 
Lake County and into McHenry Coun- 
ty. 


The estimated cost of the HI. Rte. 53 


project before the delay was $84 2 mil- 
lion, with $58 9 million paid by the 
federal government.

"You can gallop for me, Molly," he 


said, taking her by the hand and join- 
ing his skipping charge. 


"THERE'S NO mothering here," he 


said "It's not just a male-type thing. 
It was difficult to get used to allowing 
the kids to do things by themselves 
rather than having me do it because it 
was more convenient or faster. 


"They tie their shoes because kin- 


dergarteners are supposed to be able 
to do that. When they cry I tell them 
to stop crying and tell me what's 
wrong," Clapsaddle said, as he later 
demonstrated when he carefully band- 
aged a tiny five-year-old's finger that 
got smashed during gym. 


Clapsaddle said teaching kindergar- 


ten is "a lot more exhausting" than 
teaching sixth grade. 


"In sixth grade you sit behind a 


desk. Here I have some days when I 
never get to sit down at all," he said. 


OTHER OCCUPATIONAL hazards 


include kindergarteners' short atten- 
tion spans and their difficulty in fol- 
lowing directions. 


"If you get the kids to sit down for 


15 minutes, you're doing OK," said 
Clapsaddle, who plans long lists of ac- 
tivities to capture the attention of his 
students. 


"I think I challenge them by keep- 


ing about a half-step above them," he 
said. "But what really frustrates me 
most is their inability to follow direc- 
tions." 


Clapsaddle said he has to repeat in- 


structions three times before every- 
body pays attention, and it's also diffi- 
cult to switch from one activity to an- 
other because kindergarteners do not 
all finish doing the same thing at the 
same time. 


"IN SIXTH GRADE you can change 


subjects without putting on a circus 
act in between," he said. "In kinder- 
garten some kids are done with one 
thing while others aren't. So you have 
to provide entertainment in between 


them, 
everything. If you wait for 
they'll take off on their own." 


Clapsaddle believes kindergarteners 


have been directed too much in the 
past, that adults "have been giving 
them the answers when they haven't 
asked the questions 


"I direct their play only so they 


won't do the same things every day," 
he said. "The key is the teachable 
moment 
We call ourselves facil- 


itators. We move around and look for 
the teachable moments rather than 
sitting in one spot and telling them 
this and this and this " 


The district's kindergarten philoso- 


phy is to get the kindergarteners 
ready for school, and Clapsaddle 
agrees with it, although there are kin- 
dergarteners who are quite advanced. 


"THERE ARE children here who 


have to develop the eye-mind coordi- 
nation to effectively read, and things 
like playing with blocks helps this. 
You also have to help a child learn to 
sit and listen so he'll be able to do 
that in first grade," he said. 


Clapsaddle said what he enjoys 


most about his new post is the "un- 
pretentiousness" of the children. 


"Kindergarteners really come out 


and say what they feel. They're not 
inhibited. And very rarely do I get 
one laughing at another one because 
they haven't learned to do that yet." 


Clapsaddle said, barring any offers 


to move to an administrative position, 
he'll be teaching kindergarten again 
next year, and he foresees more men 
moving into primary education. 


"If the men are good teachers, then 


fine, I'll be glad to see them come in. 
But I wouldn't want to have more 
male teachers in grade school just be- 
cause they're men," Clapsaddle said. 


"I would rather have it said about 


me that I was another good kinder- 
garten teacher rather than a male 
kindergarten teacher I just want to 
be known as a good teacher."

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Teichert vetoes 
budget, seeks 
more library aid

Mount Prospect Mayor Robert D. 


Teichert Friday vetoed the $9.4 mil- 
lion 1976-77 village budget, saying the 
village board failed to allocate enough 
money for the Mount Prospect Public 
Library. 


Village trustees adopted the budget 


last Tuesday after wrangling for 
weeks with library board members 
over how much should be allocated 
for the new library under construction 
at Main Street and Central Road. 


This Is the first time Teichert has 


used his veto power since his election 
to the mayoral post in 1969,-and a 
two-thirds majority of village board 
members (four) will be required to 
override it. 


"I CANNOT in good conscience ac- 


cept it as being proper or beneficial 
for the community to appropriate only 
$387,100 for library expenses," Tei- 
chert said. 


The amount, approved for the li- 


brary includes the maximum revenue 
generated by the library's portion of 
the village's property tax levy, plus 
$33,100 for auditing and pensions. 


Although the library board is an 


autonomous body, its budget is sub- 
ject to village board approval because 
its operating funds come from the vil- 
lage tax levy. 


Library Board Pres. John Parsons 


had requested a $478,595 budget from 
the village to purchase new books, 
tapes, films and other items for the 
new library building. His request was 
denied by trustees. 


WHEN CONTACTED Friday about 


the mayor's action, Parsons said he 
was pleased. 


"Good for him," said Parsons. "It's 


surprising, but bully for him." 


In Ms veto message, Teichert said 


limiting the library to the amount 
raised in the property tax levy "is un- 
reasonable in that it does not attempt 
to relate dollars appropriated to any 
determination of dollars needed to op- 
erate the new facility." 


The mayor said it Is impractical to 


operate the new, larger library build-

"If I am to believe that education is 


a basic requisite for our citizens, and 
I do, and if I am to believe that the 
basit single source of education is 
books, and I do, then I must confirm 
those beliefs in such actions as will 
properly underwrite the library oper- 
ation and contribute to its success," 
Teichert said. 


LEO FLOROS, one of three trustees 


who have called a special meeting 
Tuesday at 7 30 p m. in the Public 
Safety Building, 112 E. Northwest 
Hwy., for discussing the mayor's veto, 
said, "It would be my hope we over- 
ride the veto We took our action in 
good faith. We feel we can live with 
the budget. I feel the library can live 
with the budget." 


Trustee Theodore J 
Wattenberg 


said, "I disagree with his (Teichert's) 
premise. As I see it, his objection is 
that we are unreasonable. There are 
other needs in this village with great- 
er priorities, such as sidewalk mainte- 
nance." Wattenberg said he intends to 
stand firm on his original vote not to 
allocate additional funds for library 
operations. 


"I note that this is the first time I 


have exercised veto power and I also 
note that my action is symbolic," Tei- 
chert said, "However, it is, I believe, 
a necessary step that I must take in 
order to assure myself and the mem- 
bers of our community that this larg- 
est of our public facilities is not 
doomed to failure by our willingness 
to provide funds based on need, rath- 
er than a technicality."
